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Playground Commission 
Makes Radical Changes 

And Adopts New Rules 

Summer Playgrounds Season Cut to Seven Weeks — $7000 Is 
Diverted to Community Centres 


At a special meeting of the New- 
ton Playground Commission held on 
Juno 23rd the following rules and 
regulations were adopted: 

Present: Mrs. I.ouls H. Marshall 

and Mr. L. A. Bruce, Jr. 

The Sub-Committee interprets its 
task and responsibilities as follows: 

To muko a thorough study of the 
present program. In all its phases, 
carried on by the Playground Depart- 
ment; of all personnel and their re- 
sponsibilities. activities and rate of 
pay; of the recreation needs of the 
citizens of Newton and of the facilities 
available to meet those needs. 

All this to the end that there shall 
be a complete and well-rounded recrea- 
tion program in Newton to meet the 
leisure-time needs of all ages. 

The Sub-Committee shnll gather 
facts and information from all pos- 
sible sources available and shall bo 
free to call upon the staff of the 
Playground Department, through the 
Superintendent to provide figures and 
information listed in this report. 

It shall also have the right to con- 
fer with any organization or Indi- 
vidual. recognized as experts in the 
field of recreation by reason of the 
nature of the organization and of the 
position and experience of the in- 
dividuals consulted, providing tliero 
shall bo no cost to the City of New- 
ton or to the Playground Commission 
for such assistance. 

The sub-committee will cull upon 
the Playground Department for the 
following information: 

Cost of Playground supervision, 
by areas, in 1937: 

Cost of skating supervision, by 
areas, in 1937: 

Cost of Community Center super- 
vision, by centers, in 1937. 
“Supervision” shall be interpreted 
to mean all costs for personnel in 
whatever capacity they served In 
1937. 

Distribution ot time and costs, and 
totals of both in all cases of: 

Mr. Hermunu. 

Mrs. Hoovegnard. 

Mr. Lane. 

Mr. Hughes. 

In addition to salary nud wage llg- 
ures, the sub-committee will also re- 
quest actual 1937 mileage for Depart- 
mental purposes in case of the above 
persons, including the total costs for 
automobile mileage or rent or main- 
tenance. 

The sub committee will also request 
full information from the Department 
for the following: 

Total number of different indi- 
viduals served at all Playground 
areas, skating and bathing areas, 
community centers in 1937. with sex 
and age In eucli case; 

Total attendance at all such areas 
and centers in 1937: 

Attendance at activities at all 
sucli places, such as classes, clubs, 
swimming classes, with sex and age 
in each case. 

The sub-committee, like the other 
members of the Playground Commis- 
sion and the Superintendent, Is moved 
solely by the sense of its heavy re- 
sponsibilities for carrying on a com- 
plete and well-balanced recreation pro- 
gram in Newton which shall meet 
the needs of all and which assures 
our citizens that every dollar expend- 
ed gets a dollar's worth. 

The sub-committee does not ques- 
tion the value of what Is being done. 


or the need of It, from its present 
knowledge. It Is only aware of the 
fact that the Playground Commission 
must keep constantly abreast of the 
times and keep itself so fully informed 
that there Is never a question in the 
mind of any of Its members about the 
completeness, within Its budgetary al- 
lowance, and effectiveness of the pro- 
gram and conduct of the Department. 

The Playground Commission also 
adopted the report of the sub-commit- 
tee which was appointed on April 12 
to make a study of the Playground 
Department. Its activities, its person- 
nel and their responsibilities, rates of 
pay; and of the recreation needs of 
citizens of Newton and facilities avail- 
able to meet those needs. The sub- 
commltte was composed of Lyscom A. 
Bruce. Jr. and Mrs. Therese Marshall. 
The report of this committee was ap- 
proved by the Commission on June 
6th, and was made us progressive. 
The report rend as follows: 

Officers — Chairman: Appointed by 
the Mayor with the approvnl of the 
Board of Aldermen. Secretary: Ap- 
pointed by tbe Playground Commission 
for a term of one year. The Secre- 
tary may be either the Superintendent 
or a member of the Commission. Su- 
perintendent: Appointed by the Play- 
ground Commission and shall hold of- 
tlce until he resigns or is removed by 
a majority vote of the Playground 
Commission. Assistant Superintend- 
ent: Subject to the laws, the Rules 
and Regulations relative to the Civil 
Service this office may he created by 
ilie Playground Commission and filled 
by vote of the Commission. 

Duties of the Officers — Chairman: 
Shall preside at all meetings of the 
Playground Commission. In his ab- 
sence the members of the Commission 
present at such a meeting shall elect 
a Chairman pro tempore, who shnll 
have the powers, duties and respon- 
sibilities of the Chairman. Secretary: 
Shall keep minutes and records of all 
meetings, issues notices for meetings 
and do all other things rightly per- 
taining to the duties of the office. Su- 
perintendent: Shall be the Executive 
officer of the Playground Commission: 
shall submit to the Commission, prior 
to their employment, a complete list 
of those persons whom he desires to 
employ In the work of the Depart- 
ment. together with the age. sex, edu- 
cation. training, duties and rates of 
pay, as well as the periods of pro- 
posed employment, for approval by 
the Commission. Subject to the Laws, 
Rules nnd Regulation- relative to the 
Civil Service: he shnll submit a 
monthly report of all activities of the 
Department, together with the staff 
employed and members of different 
persons in attendance at all such ac- 
tivities: he shnll submit a monthly 
report to the Commission of the bud- 
get standing of the Department, 
showing major budget items, amount 
allocated to each items, amount ex- 
pended by items during the month 
preceding the Commission meeting at 
which the report is submitted, total 
expended for the year during that 
period by items, and the balance avail- 
able for the remainder of the year in 
each item: he shall submit the budget 
for the ensuing year to the Commis- 
sion in the December of the Current 
year. 

Employes — Subject to the Laws, 
Rules and Regulations relative to the 
Civil Service and changes in posi- 
tions transfers, dismissals, creation of

The annual meeting of tin- Newton 
Safety Council was held on Wednes- 
day night at police headquarters. West 
Newton. There was a small attend- 
ance, about 25 being present. General 
I Daniel Needham presided und reports 
, were mude by chairmen of various 
I committees. Aldermen Mux Gaddis 
asked those present to aid in making 
July 4th safer and saner Alfred N. 
Miner reporting for the Traffic En- 
gineering Committee called attention 
to a metal sign which reads — ’'Enter- 
ing Newton — Drive Safely.” Twelve 
of these signs have been provided by 
Street Commissioner Mahoney and 
placed on st' eels entering the city 
from surrounding cities and towns 

Richard Dunn, chairman of the Po- 
lice Enforcement Committee reported 
that tlie recommendations of the com- 
mittee regarding a traffic bureau for 
the police department had not been 
put Into affect because of a difference 
between the Mayor anil the Chief of 
Police. He stated that his committee 
had not made any suggestions as to 
who should head the traffic bureau. 
Alfred Miner for the Truffle Engineer- 
ing Committee submitted another re- 
port on a plan to obtain information 
eoncernlng violations of traffic rules 
hv automobile drivers using Newton 
streets. He said the committee in- 
tends to use the information only us 
engineering data and does not intend 
to pass the reports on to tlie police 
or Registrar of Motor Vehicles A list 
of tlie violations to he noted and a 
pad of report blanks are to lie sent 
to directors of tin- council, and tlie 
completed report blanks are to he 
sent weekly to the Secretary of the 
Safety Council.

1 Safety Council, told of an experi- 
mental course in automobile driving 
"'hidi had been introduced some 
months ago at the high school. Twen- 
tv-foar pupils received instructions 
nnd obtained licenses. At the last 
meeting ot the Newton School Com- 
mittee Sttpt. of Schools Warren. Prin- 
cipal Ellcker and Mr. Green advocated 
the regular establishment of such a 
course at the high school. Mr. Green 
stated at the meeting of the Safety 
Council that lie had at first been op- 
posed to the course because of the 
expense which might result, but after 
observing tile good results which 
came from it. he hud become con- 
vinced that it should he established 
in the high school. He said that it is 
estimated that it will cost $300.1 to 
teach about 300 pupils of tlie senior 
class. This would include the salary 
of tin instructor and other expenses 
President Needham of Hie Council sug- 
gested to those present that they get 
In touch with members of the School 
.Committee to favor the adoption of 
Hie automobile driving course at tlie 
high school. Edward H. Powers op- 
posed tlie introduction of the course. 
He said that although it is estimated 
that tlie course will cost only $3000 
to the city, experience has taught that 
sudi new activities in public schools 
eventually cost many times more titan 
originally estimated. He called atten- 
tion to tlie recent controversy over tlie 
alleged high cost of Newton schools, 
and said thut with economic condi- 
tions in the state as they now are, and 
with a large percentage of citizens 
struggling to make both ends meet, 
timiiicially. it is no time to extend the 
curricula of the high school by intro-

LIFE-SAVING AND SWIMMING LESSONS 

Classes in life saving and swimming begin at Crystal Lake 
under the auspices of the Red Cross. No person, regardless of 
age, should participate in water sports unless adequately pre- 
pared to meet any emergency. A part of such preparation is 
the knowledge of swimming. Every child should be taught 
to swim and having mastered the art should be trained in the 
art of life-saving. While it is probably true that not every 
person who has passed life-saving tests will have the oppor- 
tunity to employ this knowledge it is impossible to tell when 
an emergency will take place in which such knowledge will 
be found invaluable. If you or you children cannot swim, take 
advantage of the opportunity to be presented at Crystal Lake 
and be prepared to take care of yourself and others while in- 
dulging in water sports. 


ANOTHER HOLIDAY WEEK-END 

Another holiday week-end is at hand. A week-end which 
concludes with an annual 4th of July observance of the sign- 
ing of the Declaration of Independence. For mauy years there 
have been efforts made to increase the safety and sanity of 
the holiday from the standpoint of careful handling of fire- 
works and other forms of demonstrations of patriotism. And 
for manv years there has been an ever-growing effort made 
for the exercise of greater caution upon our highways, in lakes 
and ponds, and in other acth ities in an attempt to reduce the 
dreadful toll of accidents and fatalities. Let's have a safe and 
sane observance of the fourth— take care and possibly save a 


life. 


Trying To Reduce 
July 4th Massacre 

Twenty-seven national organizations 
with a total membership of 40.000.000 
have joined with the National Safety 
Council in its count rv-wide campaign 
to reduce the annual Fourth of July 
massacre. Eneh of these organiza- 
tions not only has pledged its col- 
lective support, but has asked its 
members to enlist individually in the 
drive which has as its keynote: "Let’s 
Be Alive on the Fifth!’’ The campaign 
is designed to reduce the annual toll 
of lives lost in drowning, and in traf- 
fic and fireworks accidents over the 
Independence Day celebration and dur- 
ing the month of July, which annually 
tops all other months in accidental 
deaths. Last July 10,200 persons were 
killed in accidents. 

Every private citizen has been asked 
to drive with extra care over the 
three-day holiday, to exercise precau- 
tion in swimming and to avoid the 
use of fireworks. There are now in 
American schools for the blind near 
lv 500 children who lost their sight 
from accidents, including those from 
the use of fireworks and toy guns. 
The National Society for the Preven- 
tion of Blindness advocates State legis- 
lation forbidding the sale of fireworks 
except for industrial purposes or for 
use in community celebrations under 
the direction of an expert.

The street 
has been widened by Newton em- 
ployees and the surface placed. It 
wili cost about $25,000 properly to 
surface the street, and t lie work has 
been delayed. The county officials 
promised to take favorable action ami 
it is expected the State will also 
follow suit. LaGrange street extends 
from Hammond street in Brookline to 
West Roxbury. About a half mile of 
the street is in Newton where a 
corner of the city sandwiches in lie- 
tween Brookline and West Hoxburv.

ernly surfaced streets. Cities and 
towns nil over the country have co- 
operated with WPA In improving side- 
walks. Newton should do likewise in 
the case of streets mentioned in this 
paragraph.

Betta, Siamese Sea Fish, 

Builds Nest of Bubbles 

Betta, fighting denizen of the Si- 
amese sea, is a strange fish and the 
strangest thing about him is his 
love life, writes Brian Curtis in 
"The Life Story of the Fish,” pub- 
lished by Appleton-Century. 

When Betta is in a romantic 
mood, he builds a gorgeous bubble 
castle. This he accomplishes by go- 
ing to the surface, breathing in air, 
retiring to a chosen spot, and there 
releasing little bubbles, one after 
the other, each covered with a sticky 
substance from his mouth which 
prevents it from bursting and 
makes it adhere to the others. This 
process he repeats until he has a 
dome of bubbles from one to two 
inches in diameter and protruding 
as much as a half an inch above 
the surface of the water. 

Betta then takes his post under 
the nest and attacks all intruders 
until a mate of his choice appears. 
Eventually he drives her out and 
she is at liberty to continue on her 
carefree way. But not so the male 
Betta; his task has just begun. 
He remains in his nest making such 
repairs as necessary and returning 
to their place such eggs as fall out, 
until the young are hatched. For 
several days thereafter he remains 
the pcrfact papa, until suddenly he 
wearies of the whole idea, turns 
cannibal and tosses off those of his 
offspring who are not fortunate 
enough to escape his menacing 
jaws. 


Coventry’s Peeping Tom 

Shares Honor With Lady 

Coventry, England, not only hon- 
ors its most famous woman. Lady 
Godiva, but also "Peeping Tom," 
who was supposed to have been 
struck blind for peeping on her fa- 
mous ride through the city's streets. 

Lady Godiva herself has two 
statues in Coventry, one in the 
Guildhall, the other in the Great 
hall. Hundreds of tourists visit 
them. ’’Peeping Tom" is also im- 
mortalized in Coventry presum- 
ably as a bad example, with several 
effigies. These are each in a dif- 
ferent part of the city, but all pur- 
port to mark the exact spot where he 
was struck blind. 

Both Lady Godiva and "Peeping 
Tom” have come in for their share 
of debunking in recent years. It 
turns out that the legend of "Peep- 
ing Tom" did not appear in the first 
story of the ride, but was added 
years later as an afterthought. 

As for Lady Godiva, a Benedictine 
abbey founded by her in 1043, once 
gave proof of existence. That, un- 
fortunately, was destroyed by Henry 
VIII, and while most people still ad- 
mit that she was a l eal person, they 
doubt she ever made the ride. No 
documentary evidence of it turned 
up until 150 years after her death 
and such rides, detractors say, are 
common in old folk traditions. Lady 
Godiva’s name, the debunkers say, 
was attached to such a legend to do 
honor to her piety and goodness. 


Longest Bridges 

The Golden Gate bridge at San 
Francisco lias the longest single 
span, a 4,200-foot sweep over the 
entrance to San Franc^co bay. The 
overall length of the bridge is 9,200 
feet, or approximately two miles. 
The bridge having the longest wa- 
ter span in the world is the San 
Francisco - Oakland bay bridge 
which is eight and a quarter miles 
long. This bridge is both suspen- 
sion and cantilever. The west bay 
crossing between San Francisco 
and Yerba Buena island, is 10,450 
feet long and has two suspension 
spans of 2,310 feet each. The east 
bay crossing, from Yerba Buena 
island to Oakland, includes a canti- 
lever span 1,400 feet in length, the 
heaviest in tiie world. The east bay 
crossing from the island to the toll 
plaza on the Oakland mole is 19,400 
feet in length. The east bay cross- 
ing is connected with the west bay 
crossing by a tunnel through Yerba 
Buena island. 


Indian Curiosity 

A Frenchman traveling through 
Ohio in 1797 met and^ talked with 
the Indian chief. Little Turtle. The 
Frenchman told Little Turtle about 
the theory that the Indians descend- 
ed from the dark-skinned Tartars 
of Asia. He also showed the In- 
dian a map which outlined the pos- 
sible route of the Tartars to Amer- 
ica. Said Little Turtle: "Why should 
not these Tartars, who resemble 
us, have descended from the In- 
dian?”

Special Committees — Special Com- 
mittees may he named by the chair- 
man with the approval of the Play- 
ground Commission, or upon majority 
vot- of the Commission such Commit- 
tees shall be created. 

Meetings Meetings of the Playground 
Commission shall he held month- 
ly except during July and August, 
upon a day and at a time agreed upon 
hv the majority of the Commission: 
special meetings of the Commission 
may he called hy the chairman and 
shall he called upon written request 
of three members as specified hy them 

Quorum Four members of the Play- 
ground Commission shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Purchasing With the approval of 
the Mayor, all purchases over $100 
shall he put out to competitive bids 
among a list of not less than three 
concerns approved by the Commis- 
sion Before any awards are made on 
such hid.-, the Superintendent shall 
submit a tabulation of such bids to 
the Chairman for his approval and 
copies of all such tabulations shall be 
supplied to the Commission at its 
next regular meeting. During July and 
August copies of all such information 
shall he mailed to memhers of the Com- 
mission: all proposed purchases and 
other contracts shall be made only in 
compliance with the provisions of the 
Charter and Ordinances of the City of 
Newton. 

Inventory — At the January meeting 
enc h year the Superintendent shall 
submit to the Commission a complete 
inventory of all lands and holdings 
under the jurisdiction of the Commis- 
sion. together with an inventory of 
all tools, equipment, machinery, sup- 
plies and all else for which the Play- 
ground Department is held responsible, 
as of December 31st of the preceding 
year. 

These Rules and Regulations may 
he altered or amended at any regular 
meeting of the Playground Commis- 
sion. provided written copies of such 
proposed alterations or amendments 
have been sent to all members of the 
Commission at least thirty days in 
advance of the meeting at which they 
are to he considered. 

These rules should be adopted to 
govern the Commission for the current 
year and should be readopted at the 
commencement of each succeeding 
year. 

The Playground Commission re- 
duced by $7000 the sum which in past 
years has been used in playground 
supervision during summer months 
and reserved it for community cen- 
tre work. As a result the playgrounds 
will have full time supervision for 
only 7 weeks this summer instead of 
<4 or 9 weeks as in past years, and 
the number of directors and assist- 
ants will be reduced by about 20. A 
new community centre was opened the 
past year at the Emerson School. 
Newton Upper Falls and another will 
he conducted at the Bowen School in 
Thompsonville. The playgrounds and 
bathing beaches will open under full- 
time supervision on July 5 The dis- 
trict supervisors are — John B. Dac ey.

Suddenly the dog broke from his 
muster and ran towards the parked 
carriuge. Grabbing something from 
the floor of the vehicle the dog turned 
und ran down the street. After a 
fatiguing chase he was caught, and re- 
luctantly surrendered u small robe 
made of sheepskin. Mr. Evatt quick- 
ly sought out his friend after that epi- 
sode and left his dog with its new 
master.

Years ago in England uud other 
foreign countries dog owners made a 
practice of branding their Initials 
on their dogs as a means of identifica- 
tion und protection against theft. 

This was done chiefly by owners of 
large pucks of hounds or other hunt- 
ing dogs, though often the owner of 
one dog had Ills pot branded. The Ini- 
tial wus approximately six or seven 
Inches in height und could be distin- 
guished cuslly at u great distance.

Aluny owners of loug haired dogs 
Imvo their pets clipped during tho 
summer mouths under the Impression 
Hint the animals urn better able thus 
to endure the hot weather. Long 
haired dogs should never be clipped 
either In the spring or summer. A 
dog allowed to keep his natural cout Is 
much cooler und hotter off In every 
way compared to the clipped nnlmul. 
A dog does not perspire through Its 
skin as do humans, hut through Its 
lungs. 

A clipped dog is bothered by guilts 
and files and other stinging Insects 
tliui normally Ills natural coat would 


protect him from. Some owners think 
clipping will save the animals from 
being tormented by fleas. Not only 
will they have just as many fleas but 
they will also be bothered by other In- 
sects. 

A dog's cout serves to diffuse the 
rays of the sun and keep them from 
penetrating into his body. If your 
pet could speak he would request that 
you give him a good brushing every 
day during the warm weather, instead 
of having him clipped. 

e « e 

A dog that bus the liubit of killing 
chickens presents a problem to Its 
owner not easily remedied. One of 
the best curutlve methods is to take a 
large portion of freshly killed chicken 
and tie It securely with wire to the 
dog’s collar. Tie It to the top of his 
collar on the back of his neck so that 
he will not be able to reach it with 
his paws or mouth. Do not remove It 
for five or six days, after which time 
the odor of chicken will be forever 
after loathsome to the dog. 

Another method, that may be tried 
first, Is to take a freshly killed fowl 
and saturate It with pepper and mus- 
tard und leave It whore It will be 
found by the dog. Many dogs also 
have the habit of stealing and eating 
eggs. To correct this take an empty 
egg shell, fill It with pepper and mus- 
tard. After breaking one or two of 
these specially prepared eggs I am 
sure you will find that your pet will 
he cured of egg stealing.

(lie chances are that her puppies would 
also he horn deaf. Hereditary deaf- 
ness is piiHHed on. If your dog became 
itouf by accident or sickness utter 
birth, she will not pass (Ills defect on 
to her puppies.

Destroying all ragweed, the cause 
of much suffering to ahont 65 per cent 
of the population, according to the 
United States Public Health Service. 
Is the aim In Newton of the Newton 
Federation of Women’s Clubs. This 
campaign Is sponsored hy the Division 
of Conservation and Gardens of the 
Massachusetts State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. 

Nearly all the hay fever is cansed by 
the wind-home pollen of ragweed. 
Autumn hay fever begins in this re- 
gion about August 29th. when the weed 
first pollenates. and lasts until the 
frost kills the weed some time in Oc- 
tober By preventing ragweed from 
blooming and forming pollen, an en- 
ormous amount of suffering can he ob- 
viated. If cutting or hand-pulling is 
delayed until flower buds have formed, 
pollen will ripen on the severed plants. 
Such plants should be burned. Ex- 
perience has revealed the fact that a 
rogrowth of ragweed was always pos- 
sible resulting from breaking the 
stalks and not pulling the plants out 
by the roots. At maturity the flowers 
release large quantities of yellow pol- 
len. which floats on a moderate wind 
for long distances, and in a strong 
wind is often carried for miles.

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POLITICS AND RELIEF 

Charges, denials, and counter-charges of the use of relief 
funds for political purposes have been thing far and wide in 
discussions of national politics. Now we have the sorry spec- 
tacle of similar conditions being manifested in the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. Governor Hurley accuses a Republi- 
can controlled legislature of “using unfortunate men and 
women as pawns" and blocking his bond issue for unemploy- 
ment “to discredit a Democratic administration.” 

What is the situation? No person in political life is un- 
conscious of the troubles of those out of work or in dire cir- 
cumstances, whether he be Republican, Democrat, or any other 
political belief. Prior to adjournment Congress passed a huge 
relief appropriation bill. Of the sum available it is esti- 
mated that nearly two hundred millions of dollars will be 
spent in Massachusetts under one agency or another, most of 
which will be for the employment of labor. Boston WPA 
officials are authority for the statement that Federal funds 
will at least employ one member of every family that needs as- 
sistance of this kind. Their chief concern is for the so-called 
“white-collar” individual who is not yet taken care of under 
any disbursement of such funds. 

Governor Hurley, a month ago, first sought appropriations 
of about twenty-three millions of dollars of which some fifteen 
millions were to be raised by a bond issue. Some of this 
money was to be distributed to the cities and towns as an offset 
against an increased state tax caused by the spending of 
gasoline tax receipts now in the highway fund for additional 
road work. A majority of the bond issue, however, was to be 
used for the erection of buildings for insane patients and for 
a new state prison. In this connection it should be kept in 
mind that the greater proportion of these latter expenditures 
would necessarily be for materials and not for labor. Failing 
in his effort to obtain such appropriations the Governor then 
attempted a program totaling about seventeen millions of 
dollars. One million dollars of this sum he planned to hold as 
a reserve for emergency relief work, to be expended under a 
board comprised of various individuals in official positions, but 
any project they approved must have further approval of 
the chairman of the Emergency Finance Board. 

This program also met defeat. Is it any wonder that the 
legislature, controlled as the Governor claims, by the oppo- 
sition party, refused to countenance such a program when so 
much of it seems readily adaptable for use as a political cam- 
paign fund? And is it any wonder that the same legislature, 
still mindful of its experiences of three short years ago when 
Governor Curley managed to obtain a financial program which 
built miles of sidewalks edged with granite curbings, many of 
which are seldom, if at all, used by pedestrians, should refuse 
to make such use of public funds? And is it any wonder 
that the legislature rejected the Governor’s programs when 
many times the amounts he asked will be spent by Federal 
agencies for practically the same or similar work. 

There can be but one of two answers to the Governor’s at- 
tempt to place the responsibility of unemployment relief upon 
the Republican party after eighteen months in the office of 
Chief Executive during ten of which he has seen unemployment 
increase considerably. One answer is that the Governor is po- 
litically concerned over his own chances of re-election. This 
opinion is given additional importance when it is realized that 
former Governor Curley, who spent considerable public funds 
yet later met political defeat, will probably be one of the pres- 
ent Governor’s chief opponents for the party nomination. The 
second answer is that the Governor’s contention that the Re- 
publican party is responsible is an effort to seize upon an issue 
for fear that if it were reversed it would cause him political 
embarrassment. Many times political advantage is gained 
by hurling charges against opponents before such charges are 
first hurled by them. Yet often in such cases these unsound 
charges become boomerangs of utmost importance. 

Whichever of these answers one cares to accept a logical 
result of any reasoning is that any funds that the Governor may 
obtain stand every chance of being used where political ad- 
vantage may be gained. The sooner both Democrats and Re- 
publicans quit playing politics with relief and get down to 
sound business principles, balanced budgets, expenditures not 
more than income and more just and equitable tax burden, the 
sooner will the state and nation embark on an employment 
program which will go far toward eliminating many of our 
present problems of this character.

To the Editor: 

Any reactions from readers of the 
Newton Graphic to my letter of May 
6 in which I propounded that even 
onr two traditional!) glorious wars, 
the Revolutionary and the Civil, were 
blunders and disasters? I have noted 
no response in your columns. May I 
Infer the general acceptance of my 
proposition? Or was my contention 
deemed preposterous and hence un- 
worthy of notice? 

The position of the thoroughgoing 
pacifist requires but. one postulate, 
and that sole foundation fe,w. if any, 
will dispute. It is simply that, gen- 
erally speaking, a living human being 
is preferable to a corpse. 1 say “gen- 
erally speaking," thus allowing indi- 
vidual exceptions. For there may be 
persons so injuriously and hopelessly 
antisocial that the legal killing of 
them, that is, capital punishment, 
seems justified. Yet. in my humble 
opinion, capital punishment tends to 
cheapen human life rather than to de- 
fend It. But if war meant only, or even 
chiefly, the killing off’ of criminals, a 
good deni could be said for it. If it 
meant the killing off of weaklings, 
something could be said for it on 
eugenic grounds. 

But the fact is that war means the 
killing off, not of a nation's criminals 
and weaklings, but on the contrary of 
its best folk, its choicest. War is 
collective homicide, the deliberate, or- 
ganized killings of one group of hu- 
man beings by another group of hu- 
man beings. In war good, well-mean- 
ing, patriotic, even Christian men make 
it their business to kill equally good, 
well-meaning, patriotic, even Christian 
men. each side convinced that it Is 
serving the cause of righteousness. 
The fitting word for such action is 
insanity. The notion that it ever 
brought a net benefit to the people 
who engaged in It. or to humanity as 
a whole, is a palpable superstition 
grosser tlian belief in witchcraft and a 
thousand times more harmful. In the 
nature of the case, whatever the cir- 
cumstances. collective homicide is the 
worst possible procedure, the most 
injurious, the most asinine. 

Of all the damned foolishness that 
lias brought woe upon mankind the 
still almost universally accepted opin- 
ion t lint sometimes collective homicide 
is the indispensable means of defend- 
ing truth and righteousness, and of 
safeguarding and furthering noble 
ideals, is quite the damnedest. In this 
connection my favorite quotation is 
from Rousseau's letter to the war- 
minded rulers of his day. Ho said 
that in order to refrain from war 
"they do not need to lie good, gen- 
erous. disinterested, public-spirited, 
humane. They may be unjust, greedy, 
putting their own interests above 
everything else; we only ask that they 
shall not be fools.” 

It seems a very reasonable and mod- 
est demand— merely not to he fools. 
But tile word "fools” seems inade- 
quate in discussing such utter irra- 
tionality as war. Suppose we say 
damned fools, or, better still, sttper- 
damned-fools-plus.

National Bank grounds at Newton 
next Sunday afternoon at 4 p. m. will 
he addressed by George Hawkins, su- 
perintendent of tlie Boston Industrial 
Home; John McCulloch and Stephen 
Pond of Boston; all reformed men 
who have suffered bitter experience 
with Intemperance. Two cornets are 
expected. 


A Boston Herald reporter has been 
investigating suburban almshouses and 
finds the Newton almshouse in good 
condition and creditably managed; the 
inmates being comfortably supported 
at a cost of $1.44 each per week. This 
is due to Supt. Moody’s skill in farm- 
ing. There are 29 inmates — 19 male 
and 10 female. 

At 9 o’clock July 4th morning fire 
was discovered on the back part of 
ttie roof of the house on Wnlmn st., 
near Pearl st., occupied by Mrs. Ben- 
jamin Turner.

As she walked along Blake 
st. In the Cabot Woods section, the 
two boys, who were standing near a 
gravel pit there, started to follow 
her. When she was crossing the for- 
mer Walworth estate from Mill to 
Centre sts., one of the boys knocked 
her down and held her. while the other 
took her pocketbook. As the girl con- 
tinued on her way to Loring st., Hie 
pair overtook her and returned the 
purse. Mrs. Greene telephoned police 
headquarters and a cruising car with 
Patrolmen William Riley.

Who knows but what 
tlie future will see the graceful curves 
of the Charles adorned with parks on 
either side and delightful drives along 
tlie shores, fine mansions a little way 
off, and all the beauties of nature 
and art presented as steamers travel 
up and down the stream. But that 
must come before Newton turns its 
sewage matter into the river to blast 
our natural lives with its pestilential 
odor." 

Our Watertown friends need not be 
alarmed. Modern sanitary science has 
provided means of disposing of sewage 
without polluting rivers, and when 
Newton disposes of its sewage the 
most improved methods doubtless will 
be used.

Over the past week-end we took our 
annual motor trip to Conticook, Que- 
bec. and the Eastern Townships sec- 
tion. One of the attractions on this 
journey is the trip going North through 
Franconia Notch and tlie White Moun- 
tain Forest Reservation. Tills aren 
was acquired by the Federal govern- 
ment in 1911 as a national park, largely 
through the efforts of John W. Weeks. 
It was intended to preserve it in all 
its natural beauty, unspoiled by the 
intrusion of commercial activities In 
the shape of lunch rooms, filling sta- 
tions. souvenir stands and the like. 
Billboards were also taboo in the re- 
gion. Until recently this Intent has 
been followed. But, the bars apparent- 
ly have been let down and unless the 
people protest sufficiently, this out- 
standing scenic attraction of New 
England will be perverted from its 
unspoiled, natural beauty so that a fa- 
vored few may profit. 

Several years ago a large frame 
structure was built near the Profile. 
Tills building contains needed sani- 
tary facilities and no objections can 
reasonably he offered against it. even 
though a concession for a souvenir and 
refreshment business was included in 
it. Rut. within tlie past couple of years 
a small refreshment stand was built 
by the side of the road through the 
Notch, and now a large, frame building 
is nearly completed a short distance 
beyond Echo Lake. Outside this build- 
ing. which is located on a curve and 
i very steep grade, we saw lying on 
the ground two large tanks. So. we 
tssumed that there will he a filling 
Station, in addition to other business 
there. We hope our assumption is 
wrong and we have taken means to 
find out for just what purpose this new 
building will be used. 

Residents in the Farlow Hill section 
of Newton are concerned over the sub- 
division of a piece of property on Ken- 
rick st. into three small lots with a 
frontage of only 50 feet and a depth of 
about 100 feet, and the plan to erect 
three small houses on these little lots. 
The same thing is occurring in all 
parts of the city and unless checked 
will mean tho speedy deterioration of 
the more attractive neighborhoods of 
Newton, ami the end of Newton’s pri 
ority as a residential community with 
few equals in this or any other coun- 
try. These undesirable developments 
are being made by outside promoters 
who care little for the future of this 
city. The Planning Board and the 
Board of Aldermen should without de- 
lay cooperate in the passing of an 
ordinance which will place reasonable 
restrictions on the size of house lots; 
such restrictions to he governed by the 
character of the various neighborhoods 
affected. An attempt made a yepr or 
two ago to restrict house lots in Oak 
Hill to 20.000 square feet was turned 
down, hut in many sections of the 
city it would not be unreasonable or 
impractical to have 10,000 or 12,000 
square feet as the minimum area of a 
house lot. 


A Newton business man who is an 
expert and careful driver of automo- 
biles. and who has been in tho auto- 
motive business for many years, asked 
us to comment on the dangerous prac- 
tice which has been in uso by Mid- 
dlesex & Roston busses of stopping at 
the West side of tlie blind bridge 
along Washington st. This gentleman 
said that recently a bus which had 
stopped at the Richardson st. bridge 
nearly collided with his enr when 
it started up. Ho suggests that the 
busses stop at the easterly side of 
the bridge instead of tlie westerly 
ns they proceed from West Newton 
toward Newton Corner. He says that 
in New York City It Is the rule for 
busses to stop at the further side of 
an intersecting street instead of the 
nearer. 

A couple of persons have called our 
attention to the condition of the fences 
along Washington st.. adjoining the 
Boston & Albany railroad. These 
fences in many places are either 
broken or dilapidated and offer no bar- 
rier to keep children from walking 
onto the railroad tracks. They should 
he replaced with wire fences. We 
have also been told that the fence 
between Washington st. and the 
Charles River, at Wales st.. was also 
in a dangerous condition.

A tough boy of 15 or 1(1 isn't 
awed or impressed very much by a 
corrective lecture delivered by some 
woman. 


Japan makes the boast that during 
the past year of its carnage in China 
its army 1ms slaughtered 1,300.(100 Chi- 
nese. Japan exports 90% of the nar- 
cotics Illegally smuggled into this 
country. Japan sends 90% of the silk 
used in this country. Most of this 
silk is used in the manufacture of 
silk stockings. So. it is up to the 
women and girls of the U. S. A. to 
curb the growing power of Japan and 
its menace in the future to Western 
civilization and the U. S. A. in par- 
ticular by censing to purchase silk 
stockings. 


Eastern railroads have been granted 
permission to raise passenger fares 
from 2 cents to 2Vfc cents per mile. 
Assuming that the railroads will lake 
advantage of this ruling the result 
will he that much of the Increased 
passenger traffic which followed the 
drop In fares a couple of years ago 
from 4c to 2c per mile will be lost 
to the railroads. Many of the people 
in poor or moderate circumstances 
who prefer to travel by railroad and 
have been doing so on tho 2o per 
mile basis, will again travel by bus. 
It is true that the railroads are in 
a desperate financial condition: that 
a large percentage are and have been 
in the red. Persons who are middle 
aged or beyond remember how avari- 
cious and unprincipled financiers “wa- 
tered” railroad stocks a generation 
and more ago and started the finan- 
cial decline of these public utilities. 

In the years since tho World War 
the matter of wages has been one of 
the vital factors in the railroad prob- 
lem. Greatly underpaid 25 and more 
years ago. tho four big brotherhoods 
of railroad employees through effective 
organization had their wages increased 
until they became among the highest 
paid workers in this country. Al- 
though they realize that the railroads 
have been in precarious circumstances 
for years, the members of the brother-

The Mohammedan year has 12 
inths, alternating between 29 and 
days, makin* the average the 
:rect length. Every month starts 
ith the new moon, as it first ap- 


the month. 

But twelve 29'4-day months total 
only 354 days, which is eleven 
days short of the year. Consequent- 
ly, this means that Mohammedan 
dates shift around through the sea- 
sons. For instance, the Mohamme- 
dan year will commence in 1955 in 
the autumn, and in 1971 it will again 
come in March. Thus, their calen- 
dar gains a whole year on ours 
every 33 years. No doubt we should 
find this very inconvenient, not 
knowing what season a certain date 
might be in, but in their countries it 
is very arid, with little change be- 
tween the seasons. 

The Gregorian calendar, which 
we use, keeps step with the sun and 
ignores the moon, but it is possible 
to have one that will keep in step 
with both. A good example is the 
Jewish calendar. Ordinarily the 
Jewish year is practically the same 
as the Moslems’, but after approx- 
imately three years, when it has 
lagged a month behind, an extra 
month is inserted which brings it 
up again. Actually, there are seven 
of these 13-month years every 19 
years. 


Earthworms Are Fond of 

Meat, Eat Sugar Readily 

According to W. R. Walton, senior 
entomologist. United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, earthworms 
feed partly on the soil They swal- 
low great quantities of earth, from 
which they digest organic matter, 
both animal and vegetable. Their 
digestive apparatus is equipped 
with a gizzard-like organ by the aid 
of which they are able to grind up 
the tougher fragments of food. They 
are fond of either raw or cooked 
meat and will eat sugar readily. 
The mouth of the earthworm is de- 
void of teeth or other biting or 
gnawing apparatus, and consists of 
a simple sucking or grasping mech- 
anism which is well supplied with 
powerful muscles. When an earth- 
worm wishes to grasp any small ob- 
ject such as a blade of grass, it 
thrusts from its mouth an append- 
age which corresponds roughly to 
the tongue of a human being. This 
is used to oppose the snout of the 
worm just as one presses his thumb 
against his index finger, enabling it 
to grasp firmly any slender object. 
By use of this apparatus the earth- 
worm is enabled to draw leaves 
or other objects into its burrows. 


Varying Manuscripts of 

Arabian Nights Recalled 

The Arabinn Nights, or the Book 
of the Thousand and One Nights, is 
an extensive and remarkable col- 
lection of tales, forming an impor- 
tant part of Arabic literature. 

The Nights were first made known 
to Europe' by Antoine Galland, a 
French orientalist, who obtained 
manuscripts in the East, says a 
writer in the Cleveland Plain Deal- 
er, supplemented them with tales 
taken from the lips of professional 
story-tellers and published his col- 
lection in 12 volumes between 1704 
and 1717. The stories were trans- 
lated from his French into many 
other languages and thus became 
widely known. 

Though the authenticity of the 
tales, as published by Galland, was 
at first doubted by European schol- 
ars, ample substantiation has been 
supplied since, and many widely 
varying manuscripts of the Arabian 
Nights have been found. 

Tracing their ultimate origin has 
been more difficult. The great va- 
riety of the manuscripts is due to 
the gradual growth of the collection, 
undoubtedly contributed to by many 
tale tellers and in different centers.

to the burrow, and the worm then 
moistens the innermost ends of 
them with a secretion from its 
mouth, which starts fermentation 
and soon renders the leaves suffi- 
ciently tender to enable it to tear 
off fragments for its food. 

Earthworms crawl by means of 
alternate contraction and expansion 
of the muscular rings forming their 
bodies. In these movements they 
are helped by rows of very short, 
stiff bristles, placed along the sides 
of the body. They have no eyes, 
but are sensitive to light. They have 
no ears, but are sensitive to air [

Their eggs are placed in capsules, 1 
surrounded by a gelatinous food. 

Crows find these capsules a great 
delicacy.

Screech Owls Prowlers; 

Devour Insects, Rodents 

One of the most diligent mouse 
hunters is the screech owl. The 
smallest owl with ear tufts, it usual- 
ly isn’t given the credit it deserves 
as an ally of farmers. 

All of the owls long have been per- 
secuted by man, and unjustly so, 
asserts a writer in the Chicago 
Tribune, because these birds kill 
countless numbers of meadow mice, 
wood mice and small insect pests 
which injure farm crops. 

For example, the screech owl is 
known to consume grasshoppers, 
crickets and many other kinds of 
insects, as well as crawfish and an 
occasional snake. The night hunt- 
ing screech owl likes insects better 
than any other American owl with 
tire exception of the burrowing owl. 

The screech owl usually nests 
near farm buildings or in holes in 
trees, an old orchard with hollow 
limbs in some of the trees providing 
an ideal nesting spot. 

Just how good the little screech 
owls are as farm citizens is best told 
by scientists who have examined 
the stomach contents of the birds. 
For example, out of 324 stomachs 
examined 169 were found to contain 
insects, 142 contained small animals 
(such as* field mice, house mice, 
etc.), 56 contained birds, and 15 
crawfish. Any one who dislikes the 
common English sparrow should be 
a screech owl enthusiast, because 
the owls destroy hundreds of spar- 
rows in the course of a year.

Visitors Walk Safely on 

Island of Trinidad Lake 

All lakes aren’t filled with water. 
On the island of Trinidad, off the 
coast of South America, there is an 
asphalt lake covering more than a 
hundred acres. The surface is | 
brownish-black and wrinkled, like j 
an old piece of leather. People can 
walk on the lake without sinking, 
their feet leaving only faint prints. 
Men work on the lake digging out the 
asphalt to ship to all parts of the 
world. A railroad track is laid 
across the surface to the place 
where the digging is going on. 
Each morning the hole made the 
day before is filled up, and the rail- 
road track sunken and twisted from 
the movement of the asphalt during 
the night. 

For a long time, says a writer 
in the Washington Star, it was 
thought that there was no end to 
the supply of asphalt, but during 
the last 50 years, when 5,000,000 
tons of asphalt have been removed, 
the surface of the lake has dropped 
50 feet. It will take many, many 
years to use up the supply, but some 
day in the far distant future man- 
kind may have to think up some 
new substance with which to sur- 
face his streets.

The name Beefeater is a corrup- 
tion of Buffetier, the name given to 
Yeomen of the Guard who served at 
royal dinners in days gone by, says 
Pearson’s London Weekly. The 
Beefeater does not descend from 
these yeomen, but from the warders 
who acted as assistants and were 
allowed to wear yeoman’s uni- 
form. 

Another version of the origin of 
the name Beefeater was that a 
grand duke of Tuscany, visiting 
Britain in 1669, was so struck by 
the size and girth of the tower 
warders that he asked if they fed 
entirely on beef. 

All the Beefeaters are old soldiers 
with distinguished records, and they 
play an important part in the cere- 
monies that have been handed down 
from Norman times.

Octagon House at Washington 

Octagon house, a fine example of 
late Georgian architecture, was the 
Washington home of Col. John Tay- 
loe, wealthy Virginia planter and 
friend of George Washington. Dr. 
William Thornton, original designer 
of the United States capitol, made 
the plans for the house in 1799. 
Built of English brick, it is, in spite 
of the name, actually hexagonal in 
form. After the burning of the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion in 1814, President 
Madison established the temporary 
White House there and with Dolly 
Madison as hostess Octagon house 
reached its height of social power. 
The proclamation giving the terms 
of the treaty of Ghent was signed 
by President Madison in one of the 
upper rooms. The house was pur- 
chased and restored by the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects in 1902 
and is occupied by that organiza- 
tion. 


' Hungarian Folk Dance 

The esardas, Hungarian folk 
dance, is more than 100 years old. 
It made its appearance at society 
balls in 1838 and it took two years 
for the dance to gain popularity in 
Budapest. At a ball given in 1840 
in honor of Franz Liszt a display of 
the esardas wa^s given by young 
couples. The dance had been popu- 
lar among the peasants of Hungary 
time immemorial. It is a fast dance 
in two-four tempo to music made 
up of Hungarian tea. 


Ambassador, Minister 

An ambassador is head of an em- 
bassy and a minister is head of a 
legation. Under international law 
and usage an ambassador is the 
personal representative of the sov- 
’ ereign or head of a state and is ac- 
credited directly to the sovereign or 
head of another state. A minister 
is, under international law and 
usage, the representative of the gov- 
ernment (as distinct from the head 
' of the state) and is accredited to 
the government as distinct from the 
head. An ambassador has the 
right to converse directly with the 
sovereign or the head of the state 
to which he is accredited, and like- 
' wise may correspond directly with 
the sovereign or head of his own 
country. A minister, on the other 
hand, in theory, carries on his cor- 
respondence with the minister of 
, foreign affairs of the state to which 
he is accredited, and similarly cor- 
responds with his own government 
through the minister of foreign af- 
fairs of his own country. In prac- 
tice the duties of an ambassador and 
' a minister are the same.

Nantes Bertram, Bertrand 

Bertram and Bertrand are prob- 
ably forms of the same Teutonic 
name, meaning “glorious raven.” 
One authority says that Bertrand 
means "with the burnished shield," 
but that may be because Norse war- 
riors painted ravens on their shields 
to terrify the enemy. The raven 
thus became the badge of a war- 
rior and the name Bertram ex- 
pressed hope for its bearer’s prow- 
ess in battle. Several saints have 
borne the name of Bertrand, which 
seems to be older than Bertram. 
Bertrand du Guesclin (d. L380) duke 
of Molinas and constable of France, 
was one of the most celebrated sol- 
diers of his time and many tales 
are told of his exploits. He was 
aptly named.

Crown of Mary, Queen 

of Scots, Long Hidden 

The crown which Mary, Queen of 
Scots, once wore is one of the great 
attractions of Edinburgh castle. 
Now exhibited to the public, it was 
once believed lost along with the 
other regalia of Scotland and was at 
various times concealed in Dunnot- 
tar castle, buried in a garden, and 
then kept under lock and key for 
over a century. 

When Cromwell was in power in 
England the Scots feared that the 
crown, believed to have been worn 
first by Robert the Bruce, and the 
regalia, consisting among other 
things of the sword of state and 
the mace of the Royal Treasurer, 
would be destroyed. They spirited 
the pieces away to Dunnottar cas- 
tle and later when it was besieged; 
the wife of a parish minister buried 
the articles in her garden. 

At last the regalia were returned 
to Edinburgh castle, but kept be- 
hind barred doors and windows in 
the Crown room because it was 
feared that the sight of the pieces 
might rouse a rebellion. For over a 
hundred years they lay in an oaken 
chest, unseen by anyone. In 1817, 
however, the novelist Sir Walter 
Scott persuaded the authorities to 
let him open the chest, and to the 
great rejoicing of the Scots, the 
regalia were found intact and later 
put on exhibition. 

English Church Only One 

Having Bells on Ground 

A church in Suffolk at East 
Bergholt claims to be the only one 
in the world with its church bells 
on the ground, writes a London 
correspondent in the Chicago Trib- 
une. 

Cardinal Wolsey began to build 
the belfry, but his downfall inter- 
rupted its construction and, from 
that day the bells have been housed 
in a wooden bellcage among the 
paving stones. Their tongues point 
upward and a platform runs between 
them. The ringer grasps a wooden 
stick, sends it oil against the metal, 
and catches it again as it swings 
to and fro in the pit. There are 
ropes, as well, but these are used 
only for chiming. 

Only the treble is modern. The 
second, Gabriel, is in its original 
form as cast in 1450. The third, 
founded in 1601, carries in Latin 
the words: “My name is Mary. For 
my tone I am known as the rose 
of the world.” The fourth shows coins 
of Charles I. on the face and tha 
tenor, weighing 26 hundredweight, 
Is dated 1727. 

The ringers of this church have a 
great reputation for “singles," and 
are proud of their place in campa- 
nology.

Tree Forms Its New Buds 

Before It Sheds Leaves 

The growing periods of trees usu- 
ally are the same as the periods 
when the leaves are green. In win- 
ter they rest and live economically 
on what they have 'aid away, wait- 
ing for the return of spring to con- 
tinue their growth, observes a writ- 
er in the Missouri Farmer It is in 
this way that the “growth rings” 
are formed, and when a tree is cut, 
these rings show the periods of 
growth and ol rest which the tree 
has lived through. 

Tho buds are inactive during the 
winter. Most of them were formed 
before the leaves were shed in the 
fall. They are protected by cork- 
like scales, sometimes covered with 
a wax secreted by the tree. In 
this way they pass the cold days in 
snug comfort, resting till the warm 
days shall lure them to burst from 
their little houses and spring out as 
new green leaves. 

The roots continue to absorb wat- 
er unless the ground is frozen all 
about them. However, they usual- 
ly have many roots which go down 
far below the frost line, and are 
always able to search for water. 
Since the whole tree is very inac- 
tive, it requires very little water 
compared with the active summer 
months. The tree is constantly los- 
ing water by evaporation, and if 
the roots are not able to secure 
as much water as is evaporated 
from the limbs and twigs, death 
is likely to result. In summer, one 
tree may lose nearly a thousand 
gallons of water in a single day by 
evaporation. In winter this amount 
may be reduced to a few pints or 
less.

Shakespeare’s Birthplace 

Was Simple Gabled House 

The quaint little village of Strat- 
ford-on-Avon in England is closely 
linked with events which took place 
there many years ago — the birth, 
life and death of William Shakes- 
peare. 

The most revered building in the 
village, writes Lc lie Hartley in the 
Washington Star, is the simple 
gabled wooden house on Henley 
street in which the “Bard of Avon" 
was born in 1 504 — on April 23. many 
historians say. This house, which be- 
longs to the British government, is 
restored to its orig'nal state and 
the ground floor is used as a mu- 
seum and library. Narrow, dark 
stairs lead to the little room on the 
second floor where the poet was born. 

Shakespeare was a lover of nature 
and flowers, and in a garden be- 
neath the windows of his doom are 
grown many of the flowers men- 
tioned in his plays, such as “rose- 
mary for remembrance, pansies for 
thoughts." 

Many other buildings in the vil- 
lage are restored so that they look 
as Shakespeare knew them. And 
his remains rest under the altar of 
Trinity church, where he worshiped, 
with the following epitaph to mark 
the spot: 

‘‘Good frend for Jesus sake for- 
beare. 

To digg the dust encloased heare, 
Blese be ye man yt spares thes 
stones, 

And cursed be he yt moves my 
bones." 

A bronze statue of Shakespeare in 
the gallery of the reading room of 
the library of congress was cast in 
Paris in 1895 and shipped to the 
United States. It is by Frederick 
MacMonnies, sculptor. 


Synthetic Jewels Can Be 

Worn Without Detection 

“Fissure lines" are present in all 
rubies and always run straigh.. The 
lines are curved in synthetic rubies. 
That is the only difference between 
a real and an imitation stone, ac- 
cording to a writer in London An- 
swers Magazine. 

Faked emeralds are perhaps the 
most brilliant example < f the syn- 
thetic jeweler's art. A piece of 
colored crystal is carefully over- 
laid with a layer of genuine emer- 
ald, by means of fusing. 

If a jeweler lays this dud stone 
under the “refractometer.” which 
measures the angles of light reflect- 
ed from its facets, the “emerald” 
will pass his test. The stone must 
be removed f»om its setting before 
it is possible to discover the fake. 

The cultured pearl would easily 
deceive but not so the expert: he 
would look for the small blister that 
always appears in them. When 
strung, a hole is bored through the 
blister. Even then, however, its 
presence can be discerned by the 
trained eye. 

Generally speaking, it is the 
cutting and setting of synthetic 
gems that give them away. A lady 
who is prepared to pay for expert 
workmanship in this respect can 
wear synthetic jewelry without 
much fear of its being detected. 


Mediterranean Lower Than Ocean 

The strait of Gibraltar, often con- 
sidered the Mediterranean’s chief 
outlet, is technically an inlet. Due 
to evaporation, the level of the Med- 
iterranean is a little below that of 
the Atlantic ocean, so that fresher 
ocean water constantly flows in 
through the strait. That is true in 
spite of the large volume of water 
poured into the Mediterranean by 
such rivers as the Nile, the Rhone, 
the Ebro, the Po. and through the 
Dardanelles. The Mediterranean ex- 
tends over an area of more than a 
million square miles, equal to a 
third of the area of the United 
States. It washes the shores of 
Europe. Asia and Africa. 


“No Itoyal Road to Learning” 

You have heard of Euclid, whose 
problems have been the problems 
of schoolboys through the ages? 
Well, this genius opened a school of 
mathematics in Alexandria, and the 
king of Egypt of that day. one of 
the Ptolemey, attended, observes a 
correspondent in London Answers 
Magazine. Presently he asked the 
teacher if he could not exolain his 
art more briefly, to save the kingly 
time “Sire,” replied the geome- 
trician, “there is no royal road to 
learning.” 


Long Called Eire 

Eire, the name of Ireland, was ap- 
plied to the emerald isle 2.000 years 
ago. It is pronounced “Air-a.” with 
the accent on the “air." Ireland is 
not quite os large as Maine. Its 
greatest length is 300 miles. The 
island's outline is an irregular oval, 
not unlike the knobby notato which 
has been christened “Irish." The 
potato has been Ireland's adopted 
child. 


About Barbara Fritchie 

Barbara Hauer was born in Lan- 
caster, Pa., December 3, 1766. She 
was educated in Baltimore and mar- 
ried John C. Fritchie, a glove man- 
ufacturer of Frederick, Md., where 
they lived on West Patrick street. 
Mrs. Fritchie was benevolent, quiet, 
fond of flowers and thoroughly well 
read. She had no children. Prior 
to the Civil war, she and her hus- 
band were slave owners. She died 
in 1862 und was buried in the cem- 
elerv of the Reformed church of 
Frederick. 


Entomologists Foretell 

Appearance of Cicadas 

The cicada is one of the most in- 
teresting insects in the world. The 
mystery of this insect is the main 
point of its great interest, for it ap- 
pears in countless numbers one 
year, then is not seen again in 
such numbers for many years— usu- 
ally 13 or 17. When it is known 
that this insect scends the 13 or 17 
years in slow development beneath 
the earth and emerges at almost 
the same spot where it entered the 
interest in this creature intensif.es. 
One of the strangest tilings in na- 
ture. writes Frederic J Haskin in 
the Washington Star, is that in spite 
of such extremely slow growth in 
their subtertrncan habitat, all the 
millions of individuals at’ain ma- 
turity and burst from the ground at 
almost the same moment. Although 
the adult cicadas take practically 
no food, the trees in which they lay 
their eggs, especially pear, apple, 
and peach trees, are severely 
pruned and in some cases dam- 
aged. 

The cicada has been under inves- 
tigation for more than 200 years, 
and the appearance of the swarms 
is foretold by entomologists as ac- 
curately as eclipses of the moon are 
foretold by astronomers. The year 
1868 was the greatest locust year in 
history. Periodically since then the 
country has been inflicted with 
these pests, although every year is 
a locust year in some part of the 
country. 

The insect plague is visited upon 
nearly every part of the world, 
and has been known from early 
Bible times. St. John the Baptist 
is spoken of as having lived on 
locusts and wild honey. From the 
earliest times the tribes that dwelt 
on or near the great deserts of 
Persia. Arabia and Africa have eat- 
en dried locusts as food. 


Sam Houston Spent Years 

Among Cherchee Indians 

Sam Houston, famed for his role 
in early Texas history, was fre- 
quently a champion of the Red Man. 

As a boy in Tennessee. Houston, 
upon his father's death, became 
friendly with the Cherokee Indians 
and spent several years with them 
as an adopted son of Chief Ooloo- 
teka. 

Later, when he was governor of 
Tennessee, Houston resigned his of- 
fice and returned to live with his 
Indian friends, writes Leslie Hartley 
in the Washington Star. 

In 1830, and again in 1832, when 
he visited the capital to expose 
frauds practiced upon the Cherokees 
by government agents, Houston’s 
six-foot-two figure in Indian clothes 
attracted a great deal of attention. 

It was shortly after the latter visit 
to Washington that President Jack- 
son commissioned him to negotiate 
treaties with the Indian tribes in 
Texas. Having decided to remain 
there. Houston was chosen com- 
mander in chief of the Texas army 
after the outbreak of the war for 
Texan Independence. 

After the raw troops he led had 
routed Santa Anna's force. Houston 
was elected President of the lib- 
erated state and later, when Texas 
was annexed to the United States, 
served first as senator and then as 
governor. 


Why Voters Must Register 

With the rise of large cities fol- 
lowing the Civil war and the in- 
crease of immigration, election 
frauds became rampant. As early 
as 1800 Massachusetts enacted a 
registration law which was designed 
to prevent illegal voting as well as 
violence at the rolls. The other 
New England stales followed the 
lead of Massachusetts within a few 
years, but outside of this section 
registration laws were delayed until 
after the Civil war, when election 
frauds became so general that reg- 
istration of voters was imperative. 
Between 1860 and 1890 practically 
all of the states adopted some form 
of registration of voters, though in 
a number of states the requirement 
; was limited to cities. 


Progress of the S'eamboat 
On August 17. 1307. Robert Fulton 
sailed the Clermont, the world's 
first successful steamboat, up the 
Hudson river, and following this the 
use of steam in propelling vessels 
came into use along the Atlantic 
coast. But it remained for the 
Savannrh to be the first steamship 
to reach european shores, notes a 
writer in the Washington Star. An 
old sea captain. Moses Rogers, first 
thought of putting the sailing vessel 
Savannah into steam. The engine 
and boiler were placed on her deck, 
while paddle wheels were so ar- 
ranged that when the engine was 
not running and the Savannah was 
proceeding under sail the wheels 
could be hoisted on deck. But many 
years passed after that first voyage 
of the Savannah, before steamships 
crosrcl the ocean frequent. y. 


D stil'etl Spirits 

DistilleJ spirits, wh ! sk ; es, gins, 
and rums are produced by the dis- 
tillation of the fermented mash of 
grains or sugar car.e. Brandies are 
produced by the distillation of fer- 
mented fruit juices, principally 
grapes. The distilling of Scotch 
whisky goes back several hundred 
years. It was started by Highland 
natives for their own use, according 
to an authority. They used barley 
which they malted and dried over 
peat fires. This produced its 
smoky flavor There are five k ; les 
of Scotch whit i.y. 


Copper Used for Tools 

Before Birth of Christ 

Copper was the earliest metal 
used by man. About 8,000 years be- 
fore tl* birth of Christ it was 
beaten into tools. Two thousand 
years later men had learned to ex- 
tract it trom ores and use it. It 
took another 2.000 years for men to 
learn the value of combining it with 
tin Ur make bronze. When they 
learned that, the use of copper be- 
came so important in that early 
culture that the whole period was 
named the Age of Bronze. 

About two-thirds of all the copper 
produced in the world comes from 
the United States, says a writer in 
the Washington Star. Pure copper 
is found in Michigan around Lake 
Superior, in nuggets and strands and 
irregular masses sometimes weigh- 
ing several hundred tons, and some- 
times in irregular fantastic shapes 
which look like weird and fancy 
plants. 

Copper is a brilliant metal of gold- 
en reddish color. It weighs eight 
times as much as water does, melts 
at the high temperature of some- 
thing like 2.000 degrees Fahrenheit, 
and tarnishes green in damp air. 

Practically all important deposits 
of copper ore are believed to have 
been caused by volcanic activity. 
Among the chief copper ores are 
cuprite, melaconite, malachite and 
chessylite. The sulphur ores are, 
from the economic point of view, 
the most valuable because they 
yield the richest proportion of pure 
copper. 

Compared with other metals, 
there is little copper in the earth’s 
crust. There is much more alum- 
inum, and nickel. But even so, we 
manage to produce 1.3 pounds of 
copper annually for each person on 
earth. 

We use all this copper for such 
things as electric wires, in tele- 
phones and automobiles, in ships 
and ammunition, for coins and fire 
extinguishers. Compounds of cop- 
per are used in paints and dyes, 
medicines and in poisons for in- 
sects and molds. 


Hawaiian Lei Serves as 

Expression of Good Will 

The Hawaiian lei is an inexpen- 
sive ornament in general, but it 
may be made magnificent with rare 
and exotic blooms serving as the 
background of the wreath of fra- 
grance, most of the flowers of which 
may be plucked from any garden. 
Some of the leis are made by florists 
but those worn by the residents are 
usually made at home, and much 
imagination and ingenuity are em- 
ployed in the construction of the 
designs. 

Some blossoms are placed in their 
natural state in the floral rope 
while others are opened wide and i 
spread over the background of soft 
ferns, all be'ng laced together and 
strung to the thread that supports 
the wreath. The design may be a 
graciously formal one or a haphaz- 
ard riot of color. 

The lei. as a garland of flowers, 
had its origin in the welcome to the 
spring and serves as a token of 
friendship and general goodwill. It 
is appropriate to almost any occa- 
sion and is often used as a table 
decoration, replacing the customary 
vases of dinner flowers. Its spirit 
is that of hospitality and its wide- 
spread use is one of the most de- 
lightful customs of the Hawaiians. 

Hawaii as a meeting place of East 
and West, where the races of the 
Orient and the Occident have 
formed a unique civilization, has 
long held a fascination for world 
tra\ elers. 


Maritime History Exploited 

Great Britain's maritime history 
is fully exploited in the National 
Maritime museum at Greenwich. It 
occupies the famous Queen's house, 
designed in 1618 as a country home 
for Anne of Denmark, the queen of 
James I. The work of the royal 
navy, the merchant navy and the 
fishing fleets, and every department 
of maritime affairs, and all that 
has to do with the lives and activi- 
ties of seamen are represented. 
Together with an extensive library 
of books and manuscripts, charts, 
maps, globes, and navigation in- 
struments, is the admiralty’s col- 
lection of ship models, portraits of 
seamen, representations of battles 
at sea, and relics of Admiral Nelson. 


Bridges Get “Tired Feeling” 

Bridges may become tired and 
lose their strength, just as human 
beings do when overtaxed, states a 
report made to the American Soci- 
ety of Civil Engineers. The bridges 
affected by “fatigue” are those 
composed of huge steel framework. 
The steel may lose from half to 
two-thirds of its strength. But 
there's no need to worry. Loads 
sufficient to cause “that tired feel- 
ing” are unusual, and occur, ac- 
cording to the report, only a "few 
thousand times" in the life of a 
bridge. It's only when they occur 
millions of times that any bad ef- 
fects result. 


Decorating Clock Dials 

It was not until late in the Seven- 
teenth century that cast figures and 
chased work appeared on clock 
dials. The engraving on clock faces 
and the brass plutes on the back 
was beautiful and artists were fre- 
quently employed to decorate them. 
Early in the Eighteenth century 
the makers began to inscribe their 
numes on the diuls, und it is at 
this time that Latin proverbs began 
to appear.

Word "ThruTTn” Technical 

Term, Authority Asserts 

Sir James Barrie carver! Thrums 
("A Window in Thrums") out of 
Kirriemuir — the old weaving town in 
Scotland where he was born But 
why "Thrums?” The answer is 
given by James A. Roy. n native 
Kirriemarinn, in "J. M. Barrie: An 
Appreciation.” 

"The word is simply the local 
technical term for thread-, a bunch 
of which hung on every loom in the 
old weaving days,” said Professor 
Roy. "These thrums were the ends 
of warp, saved from previous 
webs, or furnished with the new, 
to mend the broken thread of the 
growing fabric.” 

And just as Thrums was only a 
portion of Kirriemuir, so were the 
Auld Lichts ("Auld Licht Idylls”), 
about whom Barrie writes, only a 
section of the community, Professor 
Roy explains. "All Auld Lichts 
were not weavers and all weavers 
were not Auld Lichts,” he says. "In 
Barrie’s Thrums there were just as 
many religious denominations as 
there are in the town today — if not 
more. Barrie himself was brought 
up in the Free church, and very 
possibly was never inside the door 
of the Auld Licht kirk, which he has 
immortalized. Religious differences 
in those days were too acute to per- 
mit of wandering from one church 
to another. 

“Barrie left Kirriemuir when he 
was ten years old, and being the 
son of David Barrie, it is unlikely 
that he ever saw the inside of any 
church in Kirriemuir except his own 
— the South Free. It was through 
his mother that he knew the Auld 
Lichts and their religious views. 
Margaret Ogilvy was brought up in 
the Auld Licht kirk, which she con- 
tinued to attend until her marriage 
to David Barrie. She took her mem- 
ories with her and handed them on 
to her son.”

Mother Goose Lived in 

the Eighteenth Century 

Mo. her Goose was no myth, as is 
commonly supposed, but an actual 
personage, asserts a writer in the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer. She lived 
in Boston at the beginning of the 
Eighteenth century. She had an 
endless stock of old rhymes and 
jingles in her memory, which she 
taught her grandchildren, and other 
children of the neighborhood. 

Her daughter, Elizabeth, married 
a Mr. Fleet, and he Lelieved it 
might be worth while for her to 
collect these ditties and put them in 
permanent form for the use of future 
generations. He, therefore, brought 
out a book, of which the earliest 
edition now known bears the follow- 
ing title: “Songs for the Nursery; 
or, Mother Goose’s Melodies for 
Children. Printed by T. Fleet, at 
his printing house, Pudding Lane, 
Boston, 1719. Price, 2 coppers.” 

There is little doubt that this was 
the first edition of the work, since 
the old records of Boston give the 
date of the marriage of Thomas 
Fleet and Elizabeth Goose as 1715. 


Founding nf Annapolis 

Annapolis was founded more than 
250 years ago, and not long after 
became the capital of Maryland. 
Still later it was the capital of the 
United States for a short period in 
the early years of our congress. 
It was named after Ann Arundel, 
wife of Cecil Calvert, second Lord 
Baltimore. Its beautiful capitol sits 
on a little knoll and is a gem of 
Colonial design. In the old legisla- 
tive hall. General Washington sur- 
rendered his commission after the 
Revolution. The shades of Carroll 
of Carrollton, a signer of the Dec- 
laration of Independence and others, 
seem to haunt its charming halls. 
In one of them stand the battle 
standards of the Maryland regi- 
ments in the Civil war, with the 
Union and Confederate flags on op- 
posite sides of the room, since Mary- 
land was a state of divided sympa- 
thies. The World war also has its 
share of mementos.

Gloves of Long Ago Had 

a Variety of Meanings 

There is amusement in tracing the 
names of some of our most familiar j 
and necessary articles of clothing. ! 
Take gloves, for instance. The word j 
gloves is said by some writers to 
be derived from the Belgic gheloove I 
(faithfulness) because gloves wore 
a testimony of faith, or from gift- j 
love, since gloves were so often gifts f 
of love. 

Another ancient writer thinks the | 
word might come from goe, the 
hand, plus the Anglo Saxon "ober” j 
meaning “ober" meaning over, be- 
cause they were worn over the : 
hand. A more modern authority ( 
says it is from the Gallic ceil, to 
cover, and lamh, the hand, pro- , 
nounced ceil lav or klav and then 
glove. 

Wherever the name came from 1 
the indisputable fact remains that 
gloves must have been in use when 
England was in its infancy, and 
were worn either for warmth or pro- 
tection, observes a writer in the 
Montreal Herald. Once the cere- 
monial of gloves was so elaborate 
and general that every grade of so- 
ciety was in some measure under 
its rule. Gloves protected the busi- 
ness of merchant or peddler. They 
were a general pledge of security. 
Gloves conveyed defiance from one 
king to another. They had also a 
tender meaning and were chosen as 
a token' of faith between lovers. On 
the bench, in the court of laws, they : 
denoted probity. In the church the 
glove denoted purity. A knight wore 
a dainty glove in his helmet to re- 
mind him of his absent “dearling.” 
And of course ladies of the haute 
monde wore the most entrancing 
and enchanting gloves imaginable.

Ancient English Custom 

There are places in Britain where 
the quaint custom of ringing the 
“pancake bell” is observed to call 
the local people together to confess 
their sins, or to be “shriven,” as 
our forefathers used to say. To ; 
many people, however, the church | 
bells at Shrovetide ore merely a 
useful reminder to start frying their 
pancakes, states a writer in London 
Answers Magazine. 

At Daventry the "pancake bell” 
is known as the "Pan-buri, bell,” 
whilst at Maidstone, Kent, It has 
been called the “Fritter-bell." 

In the days of Merrie England all 
kinds of sports, carnivals and pic- 
turesque customs prevailed at the 
time just before the Lenten fast pe- 
riod, and Shrove Tuesday was ob- 
served as a holiday by all appren- 
tices. Among the most popular pas- 
times were football, bull-baiting and 
cock-fighting. 

There was also the strange and 
somewhat brutal custom of making 
cocks and hens the target for stones 
thrown by competing farmhands 
and other country merrymakers. 

In this connection there is an in- . 
teresting record of an outraged hen 
which suddenly spoke with a human 
voice and severely reprimanded its 
cruel tormentors for shying stones | 
at it. 

Before the astonished crowd could 
answer this startling but just accu- 
sation, the “human” hen collapsed 
and died at its master’s feet — or so 
we are told. 


Man-Made God 

While many Britons have been 
canonized abroad, only one attained 
the eminent position of a god 
amongst a civilized people. This 
was William Murdoch of Ayrshire, 
the discoverer of coal-gas for light- 
ing purposes, says London Tit-Bits 
Magazine. When Naser-ed-Din, 
Shah of Persia, visited London in 
1873 he was struck with wonder at 
the gas illumination in his hotel 
suite and asked to be allowed to 
visit the gasworks where it was gen- ; 
erated. There, to his amazement, . 
he learned that the inventor of gas 
was a man named Murdoch, for 
“Merdoch” is the name of the an- ( 
cient God of Light of the Assyrians, 
Babylonians and Persians. He was j 
positive that the Scot was a reincar- ' 
nation of the Persian god and had a 
portrait of him enshrined in the i 
royal palaces of Teheran and Kasr 
Kadjar, and from that period he i 
figured as a diety in the religion of ! 
the Sufli sect of persia. 


Parachute From Aircraft

Thus the Frezzeria was so 
named because of the manufactur- 
ers of arrows who lived in it; the 
Spadaria because of its sword forg- 
ers; the Salizzada dei Corazzieri be- 
cause of its breastplate shops; the 
Fusiere because of its spindleinak- 
ers. The Calle degli Specchieri was 
called that because mirrors were 
sold there, and the famous Mer- 
cerie, which enters the Piazza San 
Marco under the clock tower, re- 
ceived its name because it was the 
economic center of Venice. 


Live in Chalk Caves 

Jewish cave dwellers of Matmata, 
who live in an underground city, in 
chalk caves m the Tunisian desert 
near Tunis, curry on as have their 
ancestors for centuries, according 
to a distinguished writer, who visit- 
ed them. The entrances to their 
city are hardly noticeable, but they 
lead down through tunnels into a 
white town with streets, stores and 
little squares. Homes and furni- 
ture are cut out of the chalky 
rock. 


Cocaine Produced From 

Dried Leaves of Shrub 

Cocai^f is one of the best known 
dopes. It is a shiny powder ob- 
tained from the dried leaves of 
coca, a shrub that grows most com- 
monly in the mountains of Peru and 
Bolivia. Its effects are at first stim- 
ulant, like very strong tea or coffee, 
and afterward narcotic. Its prin- 
cipal medical use is as a local an- 
esthetic. writes Guy Murchie, Jr., j 
in the Chicago Tribune. In surface J 
application on mucuous membrane, ] 
especially on the inside of the nose, i 
it is particularly effective, and 
every one is familiar with its syn- 
thetic derivative, novocain, which is 
widely used by dentists in extract- I 
ing teeth. 

The great danger in cocaine, of 
course, is the fact that it is habit- 
forming, though in a different way j 
than is opium, for, unlike opium, 
cocaine does not cause bodily agony 
and violent sickness in its addicts 
krtio fail to take their accustomed 
dose. Instead it grips the addict 
with an intense mental craving and 
a nervous restlessness that few can 
stand for long. And as the addict 
continues his habit of snuffing up 
cocaine (or, worse still, injecting it) 
he increasingly develops insomnia, 
decaying moral and mental power, 
and emaciation until he dies. 

Narcotic agents call cocaine the 
most dangerous of all dopes, be- 
cause its initial stimulating effects I 
so often distort the addict’s mind, 
leading him to commit murder, or ! 
any other horrible crime without a 
quaver of conscience. 


Island of Orleans Once 

Called Isle of Bacchus 

The picturesque island of Orleans 
set down in the St. Lawrence river 
near the fortressed city of Quebec— 
was called isle of Bacchus by 
Jacques Cartier 400 years ago be- 
cause of the grape vines that cov- 
ered it. It has long since lost its 
bacchanalian air, however, and is 
settled down to agricultural sobri- 
ety like all other rural districts of 
the province of Quebec. 

The island is steeped in history, 
writes a correspondent in the Bos- 
ton Globe. It was in the channel 
between it and Levis, on the south 
shore of the river St. Lawrence, that 
the British fleet in the year of the 
conquest, 1759, first dropped anchor 
and it was here that the British sol- , 
diers first set foot on the land they | 
were to camp upon and conquer. 

The people of the island village j 
of St. Laurent had fled at the ap- 
proach of the enemy fleet, but the I 
parish priest pinned a note to the 
church door addressed to the Eng- 
lish commander, imploring him not 
to demolish the church or burn the 
village, adding naively, “I would 
have hoped that you might nave 
arrived earlier so that you could 
have tasted the vegetables, such as | 
asparagus, radishes, etc., that grow 
in my garden and which now have 
all gone to seed.” 

Gen. James Wolfe granted the old 
man’s request and the church went 
unmolested. 


What Makes Popcorn Pop 

Several theories have been offered 
to explain popping in corn. The ex- 
planation accepted by the United 
States Department of Agriculture is 
as follows: Popping in corn is an 
explosion due to the expansion un- 
der pressure of moisture in the 
starch grains. Until the instant of 
the explosion the expansion is pre- 
vented by the material in which the 
starch grains are imbedded. Ac- 
cording to the department neither 
air nor volatile oil, as was formerly 
supposed, is concerned with the 
process. The wall of the kernel of 
popcorn is harder than that of or- 
dinary field corn, a fact which 
causes the entire kernel to explode 
when heated, throwing out the white 
interior. Long before the arrival of 
white men on this continent the 
American Indians cultivated a vari- 
ety of corn similar to our popcorn. 
In the Southwest the natives called 
this grain “little corn.” It is doubt- 
ful, however, that they used it for 
popping purposes, although it is 
probable that our popcorn was orig- 
inally developed from the Indian 
variety. 


Once Ocean, Once Desert 

In prehistoric ages the mysterious 
region of Imperial Valley, Calif., 
was the floor of a great arm of 
the Gulf of Mexico. Gradually the 
lake dried up, leaving the valley 
covered with a bed of silt whose 
depth and potential richness com- 
pares only with the valley of the 
Nile. Other phenomena of Imperial 
county include the Salton sea, with 
geysers and mud pots; oyster beds, 
shell deposits and remnants of ma- 
rine life scattered along the an- 
cient beach lines; and petrified for- 
est said to have been carried down 
in the heart of a prehistoric glacier, 
as it slowly moved from Canada 
countless centuries ago. 


Ferry's Burial Place 

Commodore Perry is buried in 
Newport, R. I., which was his home. 
In 1818 Perry was sent with a small 
squadron to the West Indies to pro- 
tect American commerce against 
pirates. He contracted yellow 
fever and died on his thirty-fourlh 
birthday, August 23, 1819. He was 
buried with military honors at Port 
of Spain, 'i'rinidud, but in 1820, by 
direction of congress, his body was 
removed in the sioop of war L.ex- 
j ington and reinterred at Newport. 
1 The state of Rhode Island erected 
j a monument to tuui. 


Odd Tree in Jamaica Is 

Called “Woman’s Tongue" 

The “Woman's Tongue,” which 
grows in Jamaica, British West In- 
dies, is a strange, podbearing tree 
unlike anything in northern climes. 
These pods, which are reddish-brown 
in color and nearly a yard in length, 
are given their picturesque nick- 
name by the natives because the 
seeds are loose in the pod and can be 
depended upon to rattle constantly 
when stirred by gentle breezes, 
notes a correspondent in the Los 
Angeles Times. 

Some 2,100 varieties of plant life 
are to be found in the island, so that 
it is referred to as the “botanical 
garden of the New World.” 

Pimento and annotto are promi- 
nent among the island’s products — 
but pimento is not what the Ameri- 
can housewife knows by name, being 
the common all-spice, the berries of 
which grow in clusters on trees some 
thirty feet tall. 

When harvest time approaches, 
before the berries are fully ripe, a 
small boy clambers to the top of the 
tree, breaks off the ends and throws 
them to the ground, where the ber- 
ries are gathered up like coffee. 
Annotto is a reddish berry which, 
when boiled, yields an oily extract 
used as a dye. 

Jamaica ginger grows abundant- 
ly in patches on the red hillsides. 
The plant somewhat resembles the 
currant-bush, but only the root is 
valuable, the tops being crushed and 
used again as seed. A good yield, 
Jamaicans say, is 2,000 pounds of 
ginger to the acre. 


Knew of Iceland Before 

Colonized by Norsemen 

Iceland was first colonized by 
Norsemen about the year 874 A. D., 
but according to Gjerset’s “History 
of Iceland” it was known to naviga- 
tors long before this. A Greek schol- 
ar and navigator, Pytheas, about 
the year 330 B. C., reached a land 
called Thule, which some have 
thought to be Iceland. The only 
positive knowledge of Iceland before 
the Norse civilization was pos- 
sessed by Celtic monks, called Cul- 
dees (from Cele De, meaning God’s 
comrades). These hermits appear 
to have been the first inhabitants of 
Iceland, as early as the Sixth or 
Seventh century, says a corre- 
spondent in the Detroit News. The 
tyranny of King Harald Haarfagre 
led to the settlement of Iceland and 
before many decades this island was 
one of the most populous of Norse 
overseas colonies, with a representa- 
tive government. 

Greenland was discovered prob- 
ably by Gunnbjorn, at the beginning 
of the Tenth century, and in 982 Eric 
the Red, a Norseman, sailed from 
Iceland to find this land. He spent 
three years on its southwest coasts 
exploring the country and on his re- 
turn named it Greenland in order 
to make people more willing to set- 
tle there. 


Presidents as Senators 

Seven men who later became 
Presidents of the United States re- 
signed from the senate for various 
reasons. John Quincy Adams re- 
signed on June 8, 1808. He had been 
appointed to the chair of rhetoric 
and oratory at Harvard college in 
1806. Ahdrew Jackson resigned from 
the senate in 1798 to become a Ten- 
nessee Supreme court judge. Mar- 
tin Van Buren resigned in 1828 to 
become governor of New York, 
while William Henry Harrison left 
the senate in 1828, after three years, 
to become minister to Colombia, 
South America. John Tyler resigned 
in 1836 after refusing to obey a reso- 
lution of the Virginia legislature; it 
demanded that he vote for the Ben- 
ton resolution, which sought to ex- 
punge resolutions censuring Presi- 
dent Jackson for removal of bank 
deposits. Franklin Pierce resigned 
in 1842 to enter private law prac- 
tice in Concord, N. H. Warren G. 
Harding resigned from the senate 
in January, 1921, two months before 
his inauguration. 


Comply With Mosaic Law 

Many orthodox Jews comply with 
the Mosaic law that requires a bach- 
elor to marry his deceased broth- 
er’s widow when she has no heir. 
If he refuses, according to a cor- 
respondent in Collier’s Weekly, she 
cannot marry anyone else until a 
“chalitzah” ceremony has been per- 
formed, during which she returns 
the insult, in the presence of judges 
and witnesses, by removing a shoe 
from her brother-in-law’s foot. 


Do Not Leave Wills 

on some of the islands of the 
Malay archipelago many natives 
do not leave wills or oral bequests, 
preferring to divide their property 
after their death through spiritual 
communion with the holy man of 
the village. When this is done, says 
Collier’s Weekly, the heirs are usu- 
ally satisfied, believing that if some- 
one received the wrong table or too 
many pigs the ghost would have 
raised a rumpus.

RAGWEED AND HAY FEVER 

Beginning next week Monday city trucks will begin the 
collection of ragweed in an effort to eliminate or greatly min- 
imize the presence of this obnoxious plant. Residents of the 
city are urged to collect the weed from their premises or 
neighborhoods and have it ready for disposal by the city. The 
ragweed plant is a common cause of hayfever and it is esti- 
mated that about two-thirds of the population of the United 
States are hayfever sufferers. The weed begins to pollinate 
within another month and the wind-borne pollen irritates 
and affects the nasal passages of many who inhale it in the 
air they breathe. All citizens are urged to co-operate in the 
movement, which may well be of unlimited value to many 
others. Inasmuch as the plant may be unknown to many per- 
sons who are desirous of co-operating in this effort, it might 
be helpful if the committee directing the drive could mount 
specimens of the weed in window displays in a vacant store 
or two in each of the Newton villages.

Dover. Medfleld. Millis. Medway and 
Rellinghnm to Woonsocket. In 1905 the 
T. Stunrt Co. of Newton constructed 
a connecting link from tlie Dedham 
branch of the New Haven Railroad at 
West Roxbury to Needham Junction 
and this gave it n connection with 
the Woonsocket branch, ending tlie 
necessity of using Boston & Albany 
facilities from Boston to Newton 
Highlands. 


That Americans are not taking the 
newspaper propaganda of “war scares" 
in Europe seriously Is proved by the 
fact that travel on Trans-Atlantic 
steamship lines for the first 6 months 
of tills year totalled 143.291 from the

And It’s the “gimme” guys 
who get the plums In public office. 

In tills column Inst, week we men- 
tioned that we had observed a new 
building in process of construction in 
Franconia Notch, a short distance 
North of Echo Lake alongside the 
Twin Mountain highway, and that it 
seemingly will he used for commer- 
cial purposes, as there were two, large 
fuel tanks lying on the ground, indi- 
rating that a gasoline station was to 
he established there. We deprecated 
the apparent commercialization of this 
beautiful region from tho pristine 
beauty which it has retained because 
of having boon made a National For- 
est Reserve by the Federal govern- 
ment 27 years ngo. Wo have since 
learned that the nron near Echo Lake 
is not a part of the White Mountain 
National Forest Reserve, hut is owned 
by tho State of New Hampshire which 
acquired it some years ngo from its 
former owners, the Profile Notch Ho- 
tel Corporation. Between the State 
Reserve near Echo Lako and tho Na- 
tional Forest Reserve North of Echo 
Lako. we are Informed there Is a 
strip of territory still owned pri- 
vately and it is on this strip that 
tho building wo referred to tins boon 
erected. It is deplorable that the 
Federal government and New Hamp- 
shire did not acquire this strip in 
past years. Either or both govern- 
ments should acquire it without fur- 
ther delay to prevent further intru- 
sion of business into the Franconia 
Noteli region. 


In our “Paragraphs" last week we 
referred to tho proposal made 2 years 
ago to name tlie playground at Oak 
Hill the "Hurley Playground” as a 
tribute to tho family which donated 
most of tlie land for this recreation area 
and as a memorial to the late Oobinet 
Hurley who was an outstanding citi- 
zen of that section. We mentioned 
that prominent workers for the de- 
velopment of Oak Hill had suggested 
lo us that the playground bo so named. 
We asked — "Why has no action been 
taken by the Mayor or the Playground 
Commission on (lie suggestion made 
two years ago to name the play- 
ground?” Subsequently a member of 
tho Playground Commission Informed 
us that tlie Commission lias been and 
is willing to defer to the wishes of 
Oak Hill residents on this matter, 
and that some of Hie residents in that 
district want everything public there, 
including tlie playground, named "Oak 
Hill." We believe that those who take 
this view aro inclined to stress Oak 
Hill too much. No matter what the 
playground will he officially named, it 
will not lose its identity as the Oak 
Hill recreation center, and it will he 
just as much used by children and 
others of that village. Incidentally, 
gratitude is a good quality to possess, 
and the newer residents of Oak Hill 
should show it to a fine, old family 
of that district. In mentioning this 
matter to Mayor Childs, lie Informed 
us he is recommending to the Board of 
Aldermen that the name "Hurley” he 
given to tlie Oak Hill playground and 
the new playground at Auburndale be 
named tlie "Lyons Playground” as a 
memorial to the late Thomas Lyons 
who for over 20 years served enthusi- 
astically and unselfishly as ti member 
of the Newton Playground Commission

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Bread Is Bread — by Any 

Name the World Calls It 

M ist of us take bread for granted. 
Toasted in the morning, made into a 
sandwich for lunfh or picnic use, 
cut round as a base for hors 
d’oeuvres, probably in the form of 
rolls at dinner time. We eat it 
without giving it a thought. 

Yet bread is as varied as the 
peoples who eat it, observes Martha 
Harmon in the Philadelphia Record. 
Europe; the long, six to seven-foot 
long, white twist is typical of Paris; 
Mexicans use their tortillas as 
spoons to lift their other food before 
consuming the tortillas themselves; 
the hoe cake cooked in ashes may 
be the food of the very poor in the 
South, but it is both nutritious 
and delicious — and the staff of life. 

In the Holy Land, bread is knead- 
ed by slapping it against the stone 
walls in pieces three feet long and on 
holy days every loaf is stamped 
with a design of a saint. In Hun- 
gary the people in some small towns 
bring their first loaves when the new 
harvest has been garnerqd and pile 
these high in the church for the 
priest to bless. 

Egyptian women bake their bread 
by putting it on the housetops for 
the hot sun to bake, while in lower 
Egypt many desert wives bake their 
bread over fires in special contain- 
ers carried along on camelback so 
they will have fresh bread for the 
family when the night stop is 
made and tents put up for the over- 
night homes. 

In the far northern part of Nor- 
way, the women make bread as thin 
as wafers and several feet in diam- 
eter and hang it to season and ripen 
for a couple of months before serv- 
ing.

“Coffee Shop” Clearing 

Plan Used in the 1600s 

The earliest ancestor of the clear- 
ing house was the crude “coffee 
shop" clearing system used during 
the 1600s by London banks. From 
each of the London banks, em- 
ployees known as “walk clerks” 
would start on a tour of all other 
banks every day with bundles of 
checks drawn upon each. At each 
bank the clerks would deposit the 
checks drawn there and collect cash. 

One day two clerks from different 
banks met in a coffee shop. Lazi- 
ness, in this instance, observes a 
writer in the Chicago Tribune, was 
the mother of invention, and the 
clerks decided to make their ex- 
changes there in the coffee house, 
each paying the other in cash for 
checks drawn on his bank. Other 
clerks adopted the practice, and 
bank executives, discovering this, 
became interested. Thus was the 
original London clearing house be- 
gun. 

On October 11, 1853, representa- 
tives of 52 New York banks met in 
a basement at 14 Wall street to 
settle claims against their institu- 
tions at a central clearing house 
for the first time. Clearings for 
that first day were less than $23,- 
000,000 and balances were less than 
$1,300,000. By contrast, it may be 
noted that a single check for $146,- 
000,000 went through the New York 
clearing house in 1925 ami that 
clearings for 1929 totaled $457,000,- 
000,000. 


Founder of Chinese Empire 

Prince Chin, after whom China 
is named, lived about 21 centuries 
ago and was the founder of the Chi- 
nese empire. Up to his time, about 
250 B. C., China was but a group 
of independent principalities, about 
1,800 in all. Prince Chin conquered 
them and united them into a single 
empire, with himself as the First 
Emperor Shi Huang Ti. To assure 
the stability of this empire, he or- 
dered a wall built across its north- 
ern boundary. Rebellious princes 
and their aristocratic courtiers, 
poets, philosophers, robbers and 
thieves— all were put to work on this 
wall. Those who died on the job 
were buried within it. When com- 
pleted, many centuries after the em- 
peror’s death, it was about 2,500 
miles long. It is the wall of China. 

The empire thus united by Shi 
Huang Ti did not last. It fell to 
pieces shortly after the emperor’s 
death, and was reunited and fell to 
pieces again many times after- 
wards. 


Language Treats Dog Shamefully 

Consider the dog, most popular 
and well-loved of all animals in 
Britain, advises a writer in London 
Answers Magazine. Our language 
treats him shamefully. He stands 
for everything rotten. If you’re “a 
dirty dog.” you're a worthless fellow. 
If somebody is leading you “a 
dog's life,’’ you’re having a rough 
time, “to the dogs" and you’re 
ruining yourself. "Dog in the man- 
ger” is a selfish person. Die “a 
dog's death’’ and you perish mis- 
erably. Sailors loathe “dog-days”; 
dog-fish are small sharks; the al- 
ternative name for dog-fennel is 
Stinking Camomile; and if it’s “rain- 
ing cats and dogs’’ it’s particularly 
foul weather. 


Jade Precious to Chinese 

Jade to the Chinese is what dia- 
monds are to many Westerners. It 
is to them the most precious of 
precious stones. Centuries ago this 
I stone, carved in the form of lints

First Governor of N. W. Territory 

Gen. Arthur St. Clair was appoint- 
ed the first governor of the North- 
west Territory, and in the summer 
of 1788 lie established his headquar- 
ters at Marietta, Ohio. The day of 
his arrival someone stationed at 
Fort Harmar wrote in his journal 
that “on landing he was saluted 
with 13 rounds from tlte field piece. 
On entering the garrison the band 
played a salute; the troops paraded 
and presented their arms. He was 
also saluted by a clap of thunder 
and a heavy shower of rain as he 
entered the fort, and thus we re- 
ceived our governor of the western 
frontiers." Of the original domain of 
the Northwest Territory six states 
were formed — Ohio, Indiana, Illi- 
nois, Michigan, Wisconsin, and part 
of Minnesota. Such were our hum- 
ble beginnings. The pattern of a de- 
mocracy had been established in 
the old Northwest.

Dry Falls Greater Than Niagara 

Historians claim that over 100,000 
years ago a cataract 40 times great- 
er than Niagara thundered over the 
400-fout face of the Dry Falls of 
the Columbia river. The Dry Falls, 
preserved as a state park, has a 
vista house on the brink of the clill 
where visitors may look three and 
one-half miles across the chasm to 
its opposite side. It is located at 
the lower end of the natural Grand 
Coulee. Geologists claim that a huge 
river once drained the territory east 
of the Appalachians into the Pagif- 
ic, and that the great glaeiul age 
changed the prehistoric channel and 
left tile Dry Falls.

Roots Used as Medicine 

S.rice ancient times, man has had 
a high regard for flowers, leaves, 
tree-bark and roots of all kinds as 
curatives for human ills. Medieval 
doctors were firmly convinced — as 
some Chinese doctors still are — that 
if any section of a plant resembled 
a part of the human body, it had a 
medicinal value for that part. Any 
heart-shaped leaf, therefore, was 
part of a brew for heart trouble, 
and liverwort became a standard 
part of the treatment for diseases of , 
the liver, notes a writer in Path- ! 
finder Magazine. 

America's herb boom started al- 
most with the first settlers. Those 
who lived near Indian tribes found 
them using various plants for a va- | 
riety of diseases, and they adopted 
the native usage. Until about 50 ; 
years ago, for instance, catnip was , 
regarded as an aid to treat female 
disorders and to treat fevers of al- 
most any description; many Amer- 
icans chew it for toothaches. A con- 
coction from larkspur seed was 
thought to cure asthma; later it j 
was recognized merely as an in- ] 
secticide. 

Between 1860 and 1880, the peak 
of the boom, the New England mem- 
bers of a religious sect known as 
the “Shakers” had a virtual monop- 1 
oly on the botanical drug business, j 
shipping their products all over 
America and to foreign countries. 
At about the same time, shrewd 
promotion led ignorant Chinese to 
believe that ginseng, a common 
plant in the eastern United States 
and Canada, was a remarkable 
healer, and ginseng seeds literally 
became worth their weight in gold 
in northern China. 

Some herbs are fragrant and j 
sweet, and preparations of them are 
commonly used to coat pills. Oth- 
ers are mildly laxative in their ef- 
fect, although herbs are not as wide- 
ly used for diuretics as they once 
were. Many of them provide oils 
necessary to the preparation of liq- 
uid medicine. Further, the leaves 
and roots of many plants are poison- 
ous and with a doctor’s advice, a 
few of them may be used as 
emetics. 


Largest, Heaviest Fruit 

I3 Found on Two Islands 

The coco-de-mer is to be found on 
only two islands in the world, Pras- 
lin island and Curieuse island, in the 
Seychelles (Indian ocean). The 
Portuguese adventurers of the Fif- 
teenth century were the first to dis- 
cover the nut, floating on the sea 
hundreds of miles from land. The 
fact that it was a “double” nut, dif- 
ferent from the ordinary coconut 
with which the sailors were already 
familiar, suggested that it was 
something new, according to a 
writer in London Tit-Bits Magazine. 

A foot long, of a black-brown color, 
the coco-de-mer is the largest and 
heaviest fruit in the world — and the 
Portuguese sought for its home; 
but it was not until 1789 that white 
men first set eyes on the lovely fan 
palms which bear the fruit. The 
first specimens which reached Eng- 
land were sold for £300 apiece, and 
for many years afterwards £100 
was the usual price.

One book says that a great 
deal of jade is found in Peru and it 
was worn as ornaments by the na- 
tives to safeguard them against 
those particular ailments when Cen- 
tral America was discovered. It : 
is, according to one book, the birth- 
stone of people born under the Zo- j 
diacal sign of Virgo — birthdays be- 
tween August 24 and September 22. 
It is supposed to be unlucky to 
most others. 


First Counterfeiting 

The first New England and New 
York colonists found the Indians 
using beads and belts for money; 
white beads made out of the end of 
a periwinkle shell and black beads 
made out of the black part of a clam 
shell, the beads rubbed down and 
polished and arranged in strings or 
belts, with one black bead worth two 
whites. This money became the 
prevailing currency for a while, 
with the white man showing his su- 
periority by counterfeiting it.

Liverpool Ready for 

Launching of New 
Mauretania in 3 Weeks

Liverpool, England. — The launching' 
date for t lie new Cunard White Starj 
liner Mauretania, the largest ship even 
to be built in England, is now but I 
three weeks away and the people of 
this city are eager to celebrate the | 
event, which will add a new chapter 
to this history of British shipbuilding. 
They are ready for the ceremony and 
t he ship is practically ready to greet 
t lie bottle of champagne that Lady 
Bates will break upon its bow on 
July 28. 

The cradle in which the giant hull 
reposes is being stripped of appen- 
dages and everything is being made 
ready so t lint the new liner may be 
safely and easily waterborne in the 
Itiver Mersey at Birkenhead. 

Lady Bates, who will christen the 
new steamer, is the wife of Sir Percy 
Bates, K. B. E„ Chairman of Cunard 
White Star and one of the foremost 
shipping men in Great Britain. 

New Mauretania to House Wireless 
Wonders 

Wireless will reach its zenith in the 
new Mauretania. Her wireless com- 
munication system, sound reproduc- 
tion machinery, direction-finding and 
deep-sea sounding apparatus, all em- 
body the very latest results in electri- 
cal research. 

The ship will be so wired that radio 
programs may he picked up from any 
land station on ei titer side of the At- 
lantic and rebroadcast throughout, the 
ship. Powerful machinery for sending j 
programs to Europe and America is 
also part of the new Mauretania’s 
equipment. Three varieties of pro- 
grams may be broadcast throughout 
the ship at one time. By a simple 
method of regulation the ship’s or- 
chestra may he heard by radio in one 
public room, electrical transcriptions 
in another and a regular station pro- 
gram In a third room, if desired. 

The volume of these programs will 
be regulated by a switch, notched ac- 
cording to the number of people in 
the room, since* passengers’ clothing 
absorbs a considerable percentage of 
sound. 

Passengers may talk by telephone 
with any subscriber anywhere in the 
world and without noise or interfer- 
ence. Of course, radio messages may 
lie sent lo Europe or America or to 
other ships, ns Is ttie case on most 
ships at the present time. 

The receiving room for telephone 
and telegraph messages and wireless 
programs will lie completely lined 
with copper, and the wires along which 
the messages come will lead Into filters 
which will remove all noise.

Name Matthew of Hebrew 

Origin: “Gift of God” 

The name Matthew is of Hebrew 
origin and means “gift of God." 
Matthew, the tax-gatherer, was one 
of the apostles. Modern opinion 
holds that he did not write the 
“gospel according to Matthew,” but 
that its author referred to a collec- 
tion nf Jesus’ sayings Matthew had 
written, writes Florence A. Cowles 
in the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 

Sir Matthew Hale in 1671 was 
chief justice of the king’s bench, 
highest judicial office in England. 
He was held almost infallible on 
legal questions and his "Analysis of 
the Law” gave Blackstone an out- 
line for his “Commentaries.” 

Matthew Thornton (1714-1803) 
signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, was a judge of the New 
Hampshire Supreme court. Matthew 
Arnold (d. 1888) English poet and 
critic, professor of poetry at Ox- 
ford, helped introduce a new era in 
criticism and in religion. 

Other Matthews of the past were: 
Flinders (d. 1814) one of the great- 
est of hydrographers, whose survey 
of the Australian coast is the basis 
for modern charts and whose name 
was given to an island, town and 
mountain range in Australia; Perry, 
naval officer, famous for his treaty 
with Japan in 1852 safeguarding 
American commerce in Japanese 
waters. 

Baldwin, co-founder of the Bald- 
win Locomotive works; Brady, first 
war photographer in America, who 
followed the armies during the Civil 
war with the permission of Presi- 
dent Lincoln and made pictures of 
incalculable historic value, and Vas- 
sar (d. 1868), who used the fortune 
he accumulated as a brewer to ft ind 
Vassar college. 


Panda Sits on Haunches 

to Fight; Easily Tanned 

The panda (East Indian name: 
order Ferae, family Procyonidae, 
genus Aelurus. species Aelurus ful- 
gens), is a raccoon-like mammal 
of the southeastern Himalayas. The 
small panda is about the size of a 
large cat and has a bushy tail nearly 
as long as its body, ringed like that 
of a raccoon. The giant panda 
weighs about 300 pounds at matu- 
rity. Its fur, which is thick, is a 
rich red chestnut above and jet- 
black below, the face, the inner sur- 
face of the ears, and the claws being 
white. 

The panda lives in the forests of 
the Himalayas at elevations of 7,000 
to 12,000 feet, states a wi.ter in the 
Indianapolis News. Though an ex- 
cellent climber it passes much of 
the time on the ground, making its 
home in holes and clefts in the 
rocks. It is mainly herbivorous, its 
foods being chiefly fruits, acorns, 
bamboo shoots, and roots, but it 
will eat eggs, milk and butter. Its 
habits are some like those of a 
bear, whence it is sometimes called 
the cat-bear. It sits upon its 
haunches to fight, and drinks like a 
bear by putting its nose in the wa- 
ter and sucking instead of lapping. 
The panda is easily tamed and 
makes a pleasing pet, but is hard to 
raise in any but a warm climate 
on account of its susceptibility to 
cold. 

The word “Aelurus” is from the 
Greek “ailuros,” a cat-like animal 
and “fulgens” (Latin) means "shin- 
ing.” 


World's Smallest Republic 

San Marino, high in the Italian 
Appenines, area 22 square miles, 
population 13,000, is the world’s 
smallest republic and one of the 
most ancient. The republic, which 
consists of a craggy mountain about 
2,200 feet high, on which is the 
town, and some circumjacent terri- 
tory, with four or five villages, is 
entirely surrounded by Italian 
provinces, but has maintained its 
independence since the Fourth cen- 
tury, and coins its own money, as 
well as maintaining diplomatic rep- 
resentatives in various foreign coun- 
tries. The legislature of the repub- 
lic consists of a senate of 60 mem- 
bers elected for life. Administrative 
functions are in the hands of two 
regents, or presidents, who are 
chosen every six months. 


Early Reference to Compass 

The magnetic compass, friend of 
navigators when Columbus discov- 
ered America, was known at least 
as long ago as the Twelfth or Thir- 
teenth century, says Nikola Tesla, 
noted physicist. He has a definite 
allusion to it in a poem by Guyot 
de Provins, a medieval French writ- 
er. Tesla disagrees with the con- 
clusion of the Berlin geographer, 
Heinrich Winter, that the compass 
was first used by Norse sea-wander- 
ers. He considers it more probable 
that the instrument was invented 
by either Chinese or Arabs. 


Great llerhal Emetic 

The great herbal emetic comes 
from ipecac, a tropical plant. The 
great herbal pain-killer is morphine, 
a derivative of the opium poppy; 
this is not grown in the United 
States. The herbal fever-fighter is 
quinine, from the cinchona tree 
which grows in Brazil und Asia. Of 
medically valuable plants, the Unit- 
ed States has extremely few. Per- 
haps the two best known are eus- 
eara Sigraua berk from the Pacific 
coast and the ioav ‘s and bark of the 
common mcyapplc- plant, which are 
used in the p qournt on of laxatives

We hope we are wrong, but we pre- 
dict that there will be more collisions 
between automobiles in the future at 
Newtonville sq. than there have been 
in the past, as a result of the traffic 
beacon being removed from the Inter- 
section of Washington and Walnut sts. 
and replaced by signals at the street 
corners there. Our opinion in this 
matter Is shared by the traffic offi- 
cers who have been on duty for a 
long time at Newtonville sq. Some 
months ago the Engineering Commit- 
tee of the Newton Safety Council rec- 
ommended the removal of the traffic 
beacon at Newtonville sq. because It 
was alleged the beacon was n hazard, 
and because ’’traffic experts" favor the 
removal of all traffic signals which 
are located in the centre of streets. 

Personally, we don’t enthuse over 
’’traffic experts" or "traffic engineers." 
So many of them are self-constituted, 
and we have observed the results of 
some of their expert knowledge In this 
city. The traffic tower at Newton Cor- 
ner is one case. It was placed 15 or 
20 feet from the site where it should 
have been located, and where It was 
recommended to be placed by veteran 
traffic officers who had been on duty 
at that locus for yenrs, and who had 
ample opportunities to know conditions 
there. Also — this signal shows two left- 
turn arrows simultaneously, causing 
two lines of traffic to cross each other. 
Another example of “expert” traffic 
engineering in this city was the ridic- 
ulous situation caused a year and more 
ago at West Newton square by the 
placing of a multiple system of traffic 
signals there which greatly impeded 
traffic, until the operation of these un- 
necessary signals was stopped through 
action of Alderman Gaddis of West 
Newton, a member of the Traffic Com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen, after 
many protests had been received. 

And the past week there lias been 
a convention of “traffic experts" at 
Washington. They recommended that 
the various States increase the legal 
speed limits for motor vehicles from 
45 to 55 miles an hour in the daytime 
and to 45 miles an hour at night. This 
recommendation made despite the fact 
that "speeding" has long been admitted 
(through statistics) to lie easily the 
greatest cause of automobile fatalities 
and accidents; despite the fact that 
there lias been a national campaign in 
recent years to limit the maximum 
speed to 50 miles, and the slogan has 
been disseminated that — "Death Be- 
gins at 40 Miles per Hour.” God help 
pedestrians as well as careful motor- 
ists if the speed fiends are given 
greater latitude, even with the approv- 
al of “traffic experts.” 

Certain colleges in this country seek- 
ing new fields to conquer have estab- 
lished courses to train youths as traf- 
fic engineers and experts. In our hum- 
ble and unacademic opinion one does 
not require a Ph.D. or a Bachelor of 
Traffic degree to qualify as having 
superior ideas on traffic. In the horse 
and buggy days, when the writer was 
a boy and youth, if we wanted good ad- 
vice on driving, we would have asked 
a competent coachman or teamster. 
And today, if we desire advice on 
driving, we would seek it from some 
careful, professional chauffeur or truck 
driver, some intelligent traffic-officer, 
or some experienced automobile sales- 
man, not from a youth who had spent 
a comparatively short time studying 
tomes and writing theses on traffic, and 
acquiring knowledge on this subject 
from self-constituted experts. After all, 
thp right or wrong operation of motor 
vehicles and the question of highway 
safety is a matter of common sense, 
observance of traffic laws and consid- 
eration for one’s own safety and the 
safety of others. Until the traffic laws 
are enforced impartially, until “fixing” 
is stopped and speeders, reckless and 
drunken drivers are punished in con- 
formity with the laws, all the traffic 
experts and engineers from here to 
Hades won’t lessen to any appreciable 
degree the horrible record of automo- 
bile accidents and fatalities in the 
U. S. A. 


Our friend. Dr. Alvali C. Cummings, 
suddenly passed from this life on July 
11. We had known him since he first 
came to Newton as a young physician 
35 years ago. He was a courteous, 
kindly, democratic man. Since assum- 
ing t lie office of city physician 3 years 
ago he was subjected to inordinate de- 
mands on li is energy. Twice within 
recent weeks lie had told us that the 
greatly increased duties placed upon 
the city physician because of the 
large number of persons dependent on 
public welfare, had made his office a 
very burdensome one, and instead of 
being a part-time job, it had become 
too onerous for one physician to han- 
dle, so lie had requested the Board of 
Aldermen to give him an assistant. 
Undoubtedly the strain under which 
Dr. Cummings had been for the past 
three years, contributed to his death 
He will he missed by liis large num- 
ber of friends in Newton and else- 
where.

DOG/NOTE^

All who have been concerned over 
tlio kind of a life a dog leads in the 
city may take comfort. At the re- 
cent annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Medical Association 
held in New York it was reported 
that a city dog lives longer, und is 
less susceptible to diseases than those 
which have the privilege of frolicking 
in tlio country. 

The average life span of dogs kept 
in the city is about 11 years; of those 
kept ill tile country about 9. The 
longer life of the city slickers is at- 
tributed to superior care and the fact 
that their country cousins are exposed 
to many disadvantages with which the 
city dog does not lmve to contend. 
Country dogs are subject to all kinds 
of climatic changes, irritations ac- 
quired by contacts with vegetation, 
such as ticks and other blood suck- 
ing insects. It is also believed that 
a city dog Is less inhabited by fleas, 
tlio carriers of many of the germs 
that attack our canine friends. 

I am not going to dispute the fig- 
ures and theories advanced at the 
convention, but even if there were 
a chance for my own dogs to live 
longer in the city, I for ono shall 
continue to keep my pets in the coun- 
try where they cun roam and frolic and 
have a better chance of dying from 
old age and have less chance of being 
killed by an automobile.

If you were asked to choose a dog 
to set against a horse in a 5 mile race 
what breed would you pick? No, the 
racing Greyhound wouldn't be the best 
choice. The Foxhound would have a 
much better chance to heat the horse, 
In fact he would be a heavy favorite 
to do so. 

The Foxhound is a fast running dog 
and is thought to have tho greatest 
endurance for running of any breed. 
Because the fastest race horse can- 
not maintain its speed for any distance 
over 3 miles, in a 5 mile race the 
Foxhound would coine from behind to 
win. 

Interesting statistics for the relative 
speed nf a dog and horse reveal the 
following: Ttie world’s record for tlio 
mile run by a horse Is about 1 minute 
and 34 seconds. If tlio fastest Grey- 
hound could maintain tho same speed 
In which lie can run a quarter mile. 
Iris time for the mile would be approx- 
imately 1 minute und 39 seconds. 

The horse is tlio faster animal in 
distuneeB from a half mile up to about 
2 Vj miles hut from then on the greater 
endurance of tho dog would make 
him the winner In a race lit any dis- 
tance over 2Vj miles.

Do not givo your dog a hath too 
often. Excessive bathing depletes the 
oil in tlio skin which is a natural 


protection against irritations and in- 
fections. In warm weather a bath 
not oftener than every two weeks 
and in the winter once a month should 
lie sufficient and will not be harm- 
ful.

I am going to discontinue recom- 
mending that lime water ho added 
to a dog's drinking wnter. I liavo dis- 
covered that enough calcium cannot 
be maintained in water to he of any 
decided benefit internally. Many 
breeders believe that lime water fur- 
nishes the calcium which promotes 
better bone development. 

The best method, however, Is to givo 
your pet a small amount of calcium 
phosphate every other day. Puppies 
especially should have this item added 
to their diet.

Dogs normally like to ride in auto- 
mobiles but the suffering that many 
endure in a car during the warm 
weather is really pitiful. Tho suffer- 
ing doesn’t occur while the car is mov- 
ing, but when an inconsiderate owner 
parks his machine and locks his dog 
inside. The sun beating down makes 
the interior a furnace. Even if one 
window is partly open the heat inside 
is unbearable. It isn’t uncommon for 
a dog to die from the effects of the 
terrific heat. If you must leave your 
pet In tho car, park It in the shade 
and open all the windows as wide as 
possible.

Charles P. Howard of Reading. Vice- . 
President of the Civil Service Assem- 
bly of the United States and Canada, 
and former Chairman of the State 
Commission on Administration and FI- 1 
nance, was the guest speaker at the ! 
Monday noon meeting of the Newton 
Rotary' Club. 

Declaring that there has been a se- 
rious weakening of the public service 
as a result of the wholesale exercise 
of the “spoils system” in both Na- 
tional and State Governments, he said 
that once the people realized that the 
“spoils system” is a threat to their 
security and their pocketbooks. they 
will put a stop to It. 

"The tremendous increase in the 
number of unemployed during the past 
few years has produced steadily In- 
creasing pressure upon public officials 
to give jobs to their supporters. which 
has led to a break down in the merit 
system of appointment to public serv- 
ice. It must be obvious that the re- 
sulting decrease in the efficiency of 
government is due to a widespread 
loosening of moral fiber among pub- 
lic officials. 

"Accompanying the break down in 
the merit system has been a colossal 
increase in public expenditures which 
has brought a relaxation of effort to 
obtain full value for the money ex- 
pended. A few years ago there 
were many governmental units where 
the taxpayer could reasonably hope 
to receive a dollar's worth of serv- 
ice for every dollar which he con- 
tributed. Today, to secure the same 
service, due to this decreased effi- 
ciency in government, the taxpayer 
must pay many more dollars. 

"The breakdown of the merit sys- 
tem is totally unfair to those who are 
out of employment. Every citizen is 
entitled, especially when jobs are 
scarce, to have his fair chance to ob- 
tain employment from the largest in- 
dividual employer, that is. from the 
government. The appointment of in- 
dividuals to public positions on the 
basis of 'puli' rather than on the basis 
of merit shuts out of the public serv- 
ice all those who are not fortunate 
enough to have the ear of some impor- 
tant politician. Under tjie merit sys- 
tem. of course, any citizen, if he has j 
sufficient capacity, can receive the j 
appointment. This is fair. This is de- 
cent. This is the method which is j 
provided by law here in Massachusetts [ 
and in many other jurisdictions i 
throughout the country. 

“The citizen is vitally interested also 
as a taxpayer in the maintenance of ! 
the merit system for appointment to j 
public positions. The employee who ( 
is chosen by the head of a department, 
division, bureau or institution, for rea- 
sons of merit alone, knows that he en- 1 
ters the service as a well-qualified in- 
dividual. He knows that he is expect- j 
ed to perform capably the work for > 
which he was employed. He enters ! 
the service with the desire to work j 
and with the feeling that his work j 
must be satisfactory if he is to hold , 
his job. 

"The individual who is appointed to 
a public position for political reasons. . 
on the contrary, usually is not as well j 
qualified as the person who is chosen ] 
for reasons of merit alone. Further- 
more. he is appointed, not because he 
is the choice of the head of the de- 
partment or institution, but because of 
the influence of some politician. He. 
consequently, looks upon the duties of 
his position with no feeling of respon- 
sibility to his immediate superiors in 
the service. He does not feel that his 
work must be satisfactory to them if 
he is to hold the job. He feels that 
his personal strength is superior to 
that of those who. theoretically, are 
his superiors in the service, because 


he knows that they will not dare to 
dismiss him unless his political spon- 
sor permits it. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that most political appoin- 
tees tend to relax, once the desired 
appointment has been secured. To per- 
form a given amount of work requires 
many more individuals when appoint- 
ments are made by politicians than 
when appointments are made for merit 
alone. This means increased cost to 
the taxpayer. 

“Many of the services rendered to 
the people by their various govern- 
ment agencies are absolutely vital 
to safety, health, even to the preserva- 
tion of life itself. Public employees 
in the police and fire departments 
protect your safety day and night. 
Public employees analyze the water 
which is consumed by every citizen 
who lives in an area where there 
is a public water supply. Public em- 
ployees inspect the apparatus which 
is used to pasteurize milk. Public em- 
ployees inspect slaughter houses and

factories where meat products are 
manufactured. They inspect plants 
where all beverages are bottled. They 
inspect all public halls and other 
places of assembly, factories and boil- 
ers. railroad carriages, street cars. 

“Do you want the individuals who 
are to safeguard your life and health 
and your safety appointed for political 
reasons or for reasons of merit? 
Would any of you. in choosing a chem- 
ist to analyze the water which you 
and your family are going to drink 
tomorrow morning, choose him be- 
cause he was the friend of some poli- 
tician? Of course you would not. If 
you had any reason to suspect that 
the water supply for your home was 
contaminated, you would find the best 
qualified chemist that could be ob- 
tained to analyze that water. Yet. If 
you tolerate application of the 'spoils 
system' in your various governmental 
organizations, you will find that, in 
fact, you have chosen the friend of 
some politician to safeguard the purity 
of the water that Hows into your 
home. 

"As I have already said, there has 
been all over the country a general 
relaxation of moral fiber among pub- 
lic officials, which has resulted in 
the breakdown of the merit system 
in public employment, and the reap- 
pearance of the ‘spoils system ' This 
condition will continue unless public 
opinion is aroused to prevent it. As 
former President Lowell pointed out 
in his book 'Public Opinion and Pop- 
ular Government.' the real sovereign 
in the United States is public opinion 
The people of the United States, the 
people of Massachusetts, the people 
of Newton, can have the kind of gov- 
ernment that they want and need If 
they will arise and assert themselves. 
If they tolerate abuses they will have 
only themselves to blame when the 
results of those abuses occur. 

“1 do not believe that the people 
will permit breakdown of their gov- 
ernmental services. Once they actual- 
ly realize that they are spending more 
dollars for less service: that the 
'spoils system' is a threat to their 
security and their pocketbook. they 
will put a stop to it.”

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A FALSE ISSUE 

Although it is not our intention to repeatedly discuss one 
particular subject, the situation pertaining to unemployment 
relief and the distribution of gas tax receipts constitutes an im- 
portant problem. Within the past week news reports have 
related how organized labor has entered the discussion with 
suggestions aimed at arriving at a settlement. And still the 
Governor and the Legislature are apparently as far apart 
as ever. 

It should be generally understood that the relief of unem- 
ployment, the concern of all those holding governmental of- 
fice and not the concern of any particular political party, is 
in this instance, largely exaggerated. The current legislative 
session has surpassed many previous sessions in the appropria- 
tion of millions of dollars for the construction, maintenance, 
and other work upon state and county highways. Today there 
is available some twenty-five millions of dollars. Considerable 
of this sum was appropriated by the state in the general and 
supplementary budget bills, while other millions have been 
allotted to Massachusetts by the Federal government. And of 
even greater concern is the fact that much of this money, al- 
though available, has not yet been put to work. In addition 
there will shortly be available approximately five millions of 
dollars more for construction of the extension of the noith 
Metropolitan sewer. With nearly thirty millions of dollars in 
the kitty where is the justification for labor or any other group 
or party seeking additional funds which obviously will be used 
for political campaign purposes. 

Thus the existing issue on Beacon Hill is being beclouded 
by side issues which make good political argument. President 
Wragg of the State Senate and Speaker Cahill of the House 
of Representatives and other Republican leaders are leading 
a fight for a principle which should not go unheeded. That 
principle, far from being the desire for political advantage at 
the expense of the unemployed, is over the distribution of 
gasoline tax receipts. It should be distributed to the cities 
and towns throughout the Commonwealth whose residents 
have contributed it. And it should be used for local highway 
projects or at least as an offset to local highway appropriations 
if the community deems it inadvisable to enlarge its appropria- 
tions for such work this year.

The Fourth 
had about one hundred who started 
in Sept. 1S77. 

The whole school hud about two 
hundred and eighty pupils. 

Military Drill for the boys and calis- 
thenics for the girls were introduced 
at that time. Lieut. Carter, a West 
Point graduate on leave of absence, 
had charge of the boys and Miss Ireson 
was the calisthenics teacher for the 
girls. We had military drill twice a 
week. Maj. W. Claxton ("Tan”) Bray 
was the head of the Battalion and C. 
Peter Clark. Ed. Converse and Charles 
G. Morton, our captains. 

Before the end of the year Capt. 
Morton was appointed to West Point 
by It' p Claflln, who had been gov- 
ernor. Morton was In the regular 
army until retired in 1925 with the 
rank of Senior Maj. Gen. 

We were armed with old Civil War 
muzzle loaders. The smaller or "Pony" 
Company had the muskets shortened. 

Our principal was Mr. Waterhouse, 
with Mr. Sampson, Mr. Kent and T. 
Bond Lindsay, assistants. Mr. Lind- 
say only stayed one year, when he 
was appointed Professor at Boston 
University. S. Warren Davis was 
then appointed and was there many 
years. He was very well liked, 
though I thought the boys sometimes 
"put it over on him.” Mr. Kent was 
a colorful character. He was about 
6 ft. 5 in. tall. He was a graduate 
of Harvard and played with the Bos- 
ton Nationals at one time. On rainy 
days when we couldn't play football at 
recess, he used to come out and under 
the eaves George Martin caught his 
throws bare-handed. The rest of us 
stood around and grinned but few of 
us dared to try to catch his bullet like 
flings. Mr. Martin is still alive and 
able to drive an auto according to re- 
ports in the papers. 

Mr. Kent for many years later was 
head ot the Concord. N. II., high 
school. Mr. Sampson had charge of 
chemistry and physics. He, too, was 
a positive character hut very fair. 

Mr. Lindsay and Mr. Sampson 
were the room teachers of the fourth 
class. Miss Speare of the second. Mr. 
Kent of the third, and Mr. Waterhouse 
of the first or senior class. The other 
teachers were Miss Hanson, Miss 
Foote and Miss Worcester. The first 
building was still used besides the new 
addition. 

Even at that time Newton had very 

ompetent instructors. 

The boys generally played football 

t recess. The first and second class 
es against the third and fourth. We 
had no regular team "them” days eith- 
er in football or baseball but we all 
enjoyed playing the games. 

Several scholars from the outlying 
districts drove to school in a horse 
and buggy. There were sheds then 
just (ike the old churches. No street 
cars In Newton at that time but - 
bus through Newton Centro to the 
lie. FmIIs. Many on the north side 
of Newton used the steam-cars but. 
a large majority walked to school. 

I should have mentioned Mr. Water- 
house in more detail. He was a very 
able man and well liked by all. I 
think New York finally “got" him 
away from Newton. 

There were several in my class who 
became prominent later, the two War- 
ren Bros, of West Newton, A. P. Lang- 
try. Billy Woods, Frank Hale, Fred 
Gay, George Eddy, E. II. Sanborn, 
Judge Bacon, Arthur G. Webster. E. 
H. Chandler, John Cutler, and Prof. 
Mary Calkins of Wellesley College. 

Other schoolmates but in different 
classes from me who were more or 
less successful were Dr. Utley, Dr. 
Lancaster, Wiuthrop Burr, A. Stuart 
Pratt. Rev. Henry Pinkhtnu. Frank 
Holden and Frank Mason. Probably 
there are others who became success- 
ful in some line. Should be glad to 
hear from any of my old friends or 
hoolmates.

Mr. Cate argued that every 
charge had been disproved and that 
there was no cause for the removal 
of the marshal other than that the 
Aldermen were determined to do so.

We do not enthuse over the oratori- 
cal outburst and thrents of John F. 
Gatelee, president of the Massachu- 
setts branch of the A. F. L., on the 
eadlock between Governor Hurley and 
the Legislature. According to Mr. 
Gatelee, 500,000 distressed and de- 
spairing men and women are facing 
eviction and starvation in this Com- 
monwealth, in addition to 2,000,000 oth- 
er persons dependent upon them. The 
controversy between tho Governor and 
ho Legislature involves the disposition 
of $5,500,000. On Gatelee’s estimate of 
2,500,000 men, women and children in 
dire need In Massachusetts, the distri- 
bution of the sum at issue would allot 
an average of about $2.20 per person, 
and oven if a $10,000,000 bond issue, is 
authorized, as Gatelee suggests, for 
relief purposes, it would add but $4 per 
person, if the needy are as numerous 
ns the labor leader alleges. These 
trifling amounts would not go far to- 
ward relieving starvation and eviction 
among the needy until next year. And 
when Mr. Gatelee asserts that there is 
wholesale starvation in Massachusetts, 
he ennunt expect to be taken seriously 
j by thinking people. His action seems 
suspiciously favorable, politically, to 
the Governor. And we are not at- 
tempting to absolve the Republican 
legislators from having played politics 
at times, and stupid politics at that. 
But. as we stuted in this column a few 
weeks ago, Governor Hurley’s great so- 
licitude for the unemployed seemed 
to have been delayed until the ap- 
proach of the primary and the Staie 
election. And a very prominent Dem- 
ocrat. who is also a former Governor, 
recently said about the same thing, ex- 
cept in a more castlgatory manner. 

We are pleased to learn that our 
repeated suggestions relative to New- 
ton sidewalks being improved by 
means of WI’A labor are receiving 
serious consideration from city offi- 
cials. Several times in recent years 
we have advocated that on such streets 
as Watertown, Pearl. Adams, River 
and Walnut, used daily by largo num- 
bers of pedestrians, the present apol- 
ogies for sidewalks be replaced by 
hard-surfaced walks. Gar suggestion 
that the city ordinances be changed 
so that such thoroughfares will have 
Improved sidewalks without nbuttors 
paying half the cost, bids fair to come 
before the city government. We know 
that there are persons in tho city who 
might selfishly attempt to have streets 
with little pedestrian traffic also so 
improved, but this would be a poor 
argument against the long-needed con- 
struction of safe sidewalks on the 
comparatively few “pedestrian high- 
ways" in the Newtons. Newton has

Egyptians Grew Beards 

as a Sign of Mourning 

The Egyptians, a clean-shaven 
people, grew beards as a sign of 
mourning ; and the man who 
couldn’t grow a beard wore a false 
one, states a writer in Pearson’s 
London Weekly. 

During the Fourteenth century 
bearded faces became so fashiona- 
ble in Spain that many men bought 
sets of false beards — of various 
shapes and colors — to be worn to 
match their clothes and moods. 

Louis I, emperor of Bavaria, had 
a mattress stuffed with the beards 
of soldiers in Inis father's regiment. 

Men with thick beards wear out 
their collars more quickly than men 
with a normal growth. 

Most men shave when the hair on 
their chins is about one-sixty-fourth 
of an inch long. At this rate, a 
man removes 71 yards of beard 
between the ages of twenty and six- 
ty-five. 

Peter the Great, impressed by 
French customs which included 
beardless faces, horrified supersti- 
tious Russian patriarchs by making 
them cut off their long beards, 
which they believed entitled them to 
salvation after death. They pre- 
served the beards and had them 
buried under the pillows in their cof- 
fins. 

The use of the beard to solem- 
nize important pledges has occurred 
frequently in history. Three hairs 
from a king’s beard, tucked into 
sealing wax, were supposed to con- 
fer finality to a document. Like- 
wise, a beard was considered se- 
curity for any promise, and money 
was raised and contracts were 
bound by it. 


Ulster Boasts Largest 

Lake in British Isles 

Ulster people do not forget to re- 
mind visitors that Lough Neagh, 
over which a halo of legend, mys- 
tery and romance ever plays, is the 
largest lake in the British isles, or 
that island-studded Lough Erne vies 
with Killarney in serene and placid 
beauty, observes a writer in the 
Los Angeles Times. 

The "Lake of the Silent Valley,” 
storing over 3,000,000,000 gallons of 
water to supply the needs of the 
capital city of Belfast and a chain 
of intermediate towns, is one of the 
show places of Ulster. Flanked by 
heather-clad hills and sentineled by 
the towering peaks of Mourne, it 
has a natural setting of rare and 
restful peace and tranquillity. Here 
the silence of the solitude can al- 
most be felt. The water board en- 
gineers who first planned the dam- 
ming of the little Kilkeel river that 
meandered its easy-going way to 
the Irish sea changed its former 
name of Happy valley to Silent val- 
ley. 


Roller Skating 

Wheeled skates were used on the 
roads of Holland as far back as the 
Eighteenth century, strips of wood 
to which large wooden spools were 
attached being fastened to the 
shoes. It was the invention of the 
four-wheeled skate working on rub- 
ber pads, by J. L. Plimpton of New 
York in 1863 that made the amuse- 
ment popular. The first wheels were 
made of boxwood, and these were 
followed by the skate with pin bear- 
ings, and the Richardson ball-bear- 
ing skate in the eighties. Roller 
skating became the rage in this 
country and Europe through the 
nineties and into the first decade of 
the Twentieth century; since then it 
has had several spurts of popular- 
ity as an adult amusement. 


Edison Adored His Mother 

After Thomas Edison went home 
from school and told his mother the 
teacher said he was addled and 
hopeless as a pupil, his mother took 
it upon herself to teach the boy. 
This is what Edison wrote years 
later in referring to the incident: 
“My mother was the most enthusi- 
astic champion that a boy ever had, 
and I was determined right then that 
I would be worthy of her and show 
that her confidence in me was not 
misplaced. My mother was the 
making of me. She was so true, so 
sure of me; and I felt that I had 
some one to live for, some one 
that I must not disappoint.” 


Maker, llnmaker of Kings 

Gcrbert, bishop of Rlieims, who is 
known to history as Pope Sylves- 
ter II, was born in 938. He was 
the first French pope. He was more 
than an ecclesiastic; he was also an 
erudite, a savant, a diplomat; in 
fact, one of the real rulers of Eu- 
rope, whose prestige and influence 
were so great that he became known 
as “the maker and unmaker of 
kings.” In addition, he was a poet 
and a writer. According to tradi- 
tion, Sylvester was born in the ham- 
let of Belliac near Aurillac, and was 
educated in the Benedictine monas- 
tery of the latter city. 


Origin of Name America 

The name America was first ap- 
plied to the continental regions of 
the Western hemisphere by Martin 
Waldseemuller, a young geographer 
at Saint-Die, a town in the Vosges 
mountains. In a Latin work which 
lie edited in 1507 he used the name 
America in honor of Amerigo 
(Americus) Vespucci, wiiose narra- 
tive of the latter’s voyages to the 
New World Waldseemuller had 
read. "Because Americus discov- 
ered it," wrote the geographer, "it 
ought to be culled the land of Amer- 
icus or America."

An Undcr-Ice Volcano 

Vntnnjokull is Iceland's under-ice 
volcano. Even when quiet it is no 
ordinary volcane. It doesn’t even 
look like one, asserts a writer in the 
Washington Post, and is buried com- 
pletely under a glacier. Scientists 
like that, however. It gives them a 
chance to use the crater as a giant 
calorimeter, an instrument for 
measuring heat. Tlie hotter Vat- 
najokull gets, the more ice around 
it melts. Count the cubic miles of 
melting glacier and you have an 
excellent index for studying this 
safety valve of tlie earth. Most 
dangerous thing about the crater is 
the gas it sends out. This is flu- 
orine. perhaps the nastiest of all 
chemicals. As an acid, it’ll eat 
through practically anything, in- 
cluding glass. It lias to be kept in 
bottles made of wax! Chemical pal 
of fluorine is hydrogen, and when 
mixed witli water, it’ll decompose 
the 1120 so it can get to tlie hydro- 
gen and explode!

“Oldest City in World” 

Recalls the Bible Days 

Fifty miles from the coastal Syri- 
an city of Beirut lies the once capi- 
tal of Islam and the ‘‘oldest city in 
the world.” Approaching Kanawat 
station outside the city’s crumbling 
walls the towering great mosque of 
Omayyads identities the famed 
‘‘gates of Damascus” entranceway 
to the capital to Syria and for four 
centuries gateway to the Ottoman 
empire. 

Echoes of the ancient past unite 
in a conglomeration of bygone civ- 
ilizations with traces of Byzantine 
empires, Hebrew kingdoms, Greek, 
Roman and Biblical scenes to greet 
the traveler within the gates. The 
whole landscape shows in the peace 
and calm of beautiful gardens and 
floral courtyards, fragrant with the 
Scriptures mentioned of the damask 
rose, “The Roses of Damascus.” 

Entering' the ancient city from 
Deraa, mentioned in tlie Bible as 
Edrei, once capital city of tlie giant 
Og, writes a correspondent in the 
Los Angeles Times, Damascus re- 
sembles the outpost Turkish city as 
seen from across the Biblical “Land 
of Bashan.” From this approach is 
the south gate where tradition says 
that Mohammed twice hesitated to 
enter Damascus as he wanted to 
enter Paradise only once. Native 
life centers on the "Street called 
Straight,” mentioned in the Acts of 
the Apostles, where stands the 
house of Judas to which the blind 
Saul of Tarsus was brought, with 
other early scenes of Biblical men- 
tion.

Charges that false reports are 
used in political campaigns recall 
the curious origin of tlie word "roor- 
back," which is a defamatory false- 
hood published for political effect. 
A fictitious book. "Travels of Bar- 
on Roorbach,” was quoted in the 
presidential campaign of Dill as 
propaganda against the candidacy 
of James K Polk, according to Ed- 
ward Conrad Smith's “Dictionary of 
American Politics." Extracts from 
the mythical book of the equally 
mythical baron were first printed in 
tlie Ithaca <N Y.) Chronicle, says 
tlie "Cyclopedia of American Gov- 
ernment.” The spelling, " Roor- 
bach," was eventually changed by 
common usage to “roorback.”

American Elm Favorite 

for Shade, Decoration 

There are about 18 species of elm 
in the world. A distinguishing fea- 
ture of the American eint. especial- 
ly when growing on wet soil, is its 
large spurs or buttresses at the 
base. They serve as braces or sup- 
ports for the heavy top. American 
elms five feet in diameter above 
the swollen base and 120 feet tall 
have been found, states a writer in 
the Chicago Tribune. 

Elms are favorite shade trees 
wherever they grow well and where 
there is room enough for them to 
spread. Tlie elm grows too large 
to be subjected to cramped quar- 
ters. Its wide crown with high goth- 
ic arches needs the width of a street 
to give its breadth the proper pro- 
portion to its height. When elms 
are planted on both sides of an or- 
dinary street tlie branches even- 
tually meet in tlie center, forming 
an archway. 

Elm leaves are easy to identify. 
They are pointed, coarsely double- 
loothcd around tlie edges, and usu- 
ally 4 to ti inches long by 1 to 3 
inches wide. Prominent, straight 
veins run out from the midribs and 
the leaves often are rough on the 
upper surface. They are unequal 
at the base and are arranged alter- 
nately along the slender twigs. The 
leaves are dark green on top and a 
paler green underneath. 

The wood is hard, tough, and 
neavy, weighing 40 pounds to tlie 
cubic foot. It is used for wagon 
hubs, barrel staves, furniture, ve- 
neers for fruit baskets, and for 
building boats. 

The American elm grows natural- 
ly from Newfoundland and Manito- 
ba on the north to Florida and Tex- 
as on the south. It extends west- 
ward into Nebraska.

Cock-of-the-Woods, the 

Largest of Woodpeckers 

The pileated woodpecker, com- 
monly called log-cock or cock-of-the- 
1 woods, is the largest of our native 
woodpeckers and is only a trifle 
1 smaller than the crow, writes Al- 
bert Stoll, Jr., in the Detroit News. 
Like most members of the wood- 
pecker family, it is possessed of a 
scarlet red crown with white stripes 
running down its neck to the wing 
joints. Tlie body is grayish-black 
with the base of the wing feathers 
white. The pileated woodpecker 
loves the dense forest. It is seldom 
seen beyond its confines. It is of no 
interest to the farmer as an insect 
destroyer, for its work is confined to 
the dense timber stands and it is 
recognized by foresters for digging 
out destructive tree insect larvae. 
It is able with its strong, chisel- 
like bill, to penetrate the hardest 
woods. There are many legends 
woven around the pileated wood- 
pecker It was one of the guardian 
birds of the Chippewas. The Me- 
nominees looked upon its presence 
as a good omen. Even old time 
deer hunters believed that where 
this bird worked the hardest in 
searching out forest insects, there 
would he find good deer hunting. 

As our virgin timber disappears, 
so does the cock-of-the-woods. The 
two go hand in hand and there is 
no separating them.

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Wars Easily Settled in 

Days of King Louis XI 

History proves that even in cen- 
turies gone by they had sensible 
ideas about settling wars, and an 
historian discovered how King Louis 
XI, in 1453, put an end to the Hun- 
dred Years' war. 

He asked the king of England to 
come over for a talk at Amiens, 
promising that the royal visitor and 
his entourage would be treated as 
honored guests. And they were, ac- 
cording to a writer in Pearson’s 
London Weekly. 

As soon as the English arrived 
(the king took the precaution of 
bringing his own army with him) 
all were invited to a huge open-air 
picnic. Three hundred carts of wine 
drove up and the tables were lavish- 
ly piled with cooked meats. By 
the time the party had been going 
on for a few days no one could see 
the least sense in continuing the 
war. 

"Thanks to these proceedings,” 
the ancient chronicler of the Amiens 
conference drily records, “negotia- 
tions were rendered easy and 
speedy.” A seven years' truce was 
signed, and the armies went home, 
to fight no more. 

The spirit of peace, in fact, was 
so much in the air that the English 
king obtained a large sum to cover 
his expenses entailed in attending 
the conference. 


Sails of Windmills Gave 

Messages to Smugglers 

The sails of a windmill, according 
to the way they are set, serve as 
a semaphore, and have a message 
for those who can read their signs, 
according to a writer in the 
Montreal Herald. 

In the days of smuggling, millers 
whose mills were near the coast 
were sometimes in league with the 
smugglers, who could conveniently 
store their kegs of smuggled brandy, 
their tobacco, tea or silks among 
the sacks of flour at the mills. The 
miller could always give them a 
signal as to when fhere was danger 
in the shape of an excise officer 
prowling about, or when the coast 
was clear. 

The danger signal was given by 
setting the sails in the position of a 
St. George's cross (the upright 
cross). “All clear" was signaled 
by placing the sails to form a St. 
Andrew's cross — like an X. 

The upright position is a sign of 
mourning at the mill, or of any 
other trouble. It may also mean, if 
adopted for a few minutes only, that 
the miller is about to grind. 

When you find a mill’s sails set 
as a St. Andrew’s cross, you know 
that the miller has finished his work, 
or is taking a holiday. The sails 
of old mills which are no longer 
working are always found in this 
position. 


Egg-Laying Devices in Insects 

Ingenious and protective egg-lay- 
ing devices in insects result from 
the driving force of organic life, re- 
tention of the species by propaga- 
tion. The young are usually born 
after the mother has died or dis- 
appeared. But she provides for the 
first meal of the insect when she 
lays its egg, protects the egg itself 
from weather, water and other in- 
sects. The female of the foliage 
grasshopper, of the family Decticus 
verruciverus L., has a long sword- 
shaped laying tube by which it 
pierces the ground to leave its eggs. 
Many grasshoppers sheath their 
eggs in a frothy mass which comes 
from the intestines and hardens in 
the air. Sometimes the froth egg 
packet is attached to a stone; oc- 
casionally it is carefully placed in 
broken-off raspberry stalks in such 
a manner that the froth has the 
appearance of the pith of the stalk. 


The Ship’s Figurehead 

A ship’s figurehead is a bust or 
full-length figure placed over the 
cut-water of a ship immediately un- 
der the bowsprit. Great expense 
was formerly lavished on their dec- 
oration, the embellishment of stern 
and prow being superintended by a 
master carver. The figurehead of 
the “Sovereign of the Seas" in 1637 
represented King Edgar trampling 
on seven kings. Those ponderous 
figures were discontinued in the 
British navy by order of the ad- 
miralty in 1796. A number of the 
older frigates in the United States 
navy had handsomely carved fig- 
ureheads in which the name of the 
vessel suggested some allegorical 
treatment. 


Long for Loneliness 

Norwegian girls who have once 
lived on a “saeter,” or mountain 
pasture with its buildings, begin to 
long for the lonely life there as 
soon as spring arrives and will 
sometimes become ill if they are 
not allowed to go. Usually the old- 
est daughter of the family is put in 
charge of the saeter, where she 
takes care of the family cattle and 
sheep during the brilliant days of 
the Norwegian summer. Cattle, too, 
sometimes long for the saeter and 
if they are not well looked after 
rush away for it as soon as they 
are out of winter quarters.

Flute Was User! by Early 

Hindus, Chinese, Japanese 

Instruments of the flute type ap- 
pear to be of very ancient origin. 
The Hindus. Chinese and Japanese 
claim to have had them as far back 
as their civilization can be traced, 
and such instruments were also 
known to the Egyptians, Greeks and 
Romans. The first western trace of 
the transverse flute, notes a writer 
in the Detroit News, is found in a 
German manuscript of the Twelfth 
century, the “Hortus delieiarum" of 
the Abbess Herrald von Landsperg. 

The oldest form of the English 
flute had seven holes, which could 
be stopped by the fingers, but had 
no keys. This instrument was in 
general use until about the begin- 
ning of the Eighteenth century, 
when it was replaced by the Ger- 
man flute, an instrument over two 
feet long, which had six finger holes 
for the normal tones and from six to 
twelve keys for the semi-tones. Im- 
provements made in the middle of 
the Nineteenth century by Theo- 
bald Roehm, a German, working 
with Gordon, an Englishman, en- 
abled the player to produce music 
on any key with all the chromatic 
intervals. The chief improvement 
was a system of keys permitting 
several holes to be closed at the 
same time with one movement of 
the finger. 


First Use of Gunpowder 

Is Credited to Chinese 

The Chinese are generally credit- 
ed with being the first to use gun- 
powder, not only as an explosive, 
but also as a propellant for missives, 
although no definite date for the 
earliest use can be given, states a 
writer in the Cleveland Plain Deal- 
er. 

It was earlier than 618 B. C. There 
is a record of a cannon of about 
that date, inscribed "I hurl death to 
the traitor and extermination to the 
rebel.” It seems not to have been 
a new thing then. 

European peoples may have heard 
of firearms before the Ninth cen- 
tury, but the first account of the use 
of cannon in the western world is 
by troops of the Byzantine Emperor 
Leo in that century. 

In the Twelfth century, the Chris- 
tians and Moors used artillery in 
their wars in Spain. Improvements 
were made in gunpowder in 1320, 
and cannon of small bore appeared 
soon afterward in the armories of 
all European nations. This new ele- 
ment of war speedily assumed a 
most important part in continental 
questions, and from that day for- 
ward the development of firearms 
has gone on. 


World’s Oldest City 

History and archeology agree that 
the first cities or towns were built 
by the Sumerians in the Tigris-Eu- 
phrates valley perhaps as early as 
4500 B. C. Towns and villages stand 
on some of these sites, but none 
can be pointed out as existing con- 
tinuously. Damascus, on an oasis 
in Syria, has the general reputation 
of being the world’s oldest city in 
continuous existence. It is men- 
tioned in Genesis as already being 
a town in the days of Abraham, 
probably 2000 B. C. A reasonably 
good case can be made out for Cairo 
as the site of a city or town for 
more than 2,400 years, but it is not 
certain that small breaks in the con- 
tinuity did not occur. On the edge 
of Cairo are the ruins of Heliopolis, 
founded some 3,000 years before 
Christ. It had a continuous run un- 
til Roman times, but finally fell into 
ruin. 


Famous as Hymn-Writer 

Rev. Samuel F. Smith, D. D. 
(1808-1895), graduated from Har- 
vard in the famous class of 1829, 
among whose members Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes was the most outstand- 
ing. He wrote more than a hun- 
dred hymns, many of which are 
found in church hymnals. Among 
these is the well known “The Morn- 
ing Light Is Breaking.” His anthem, 
“America,” written in 1832, has 
found its way wherever the English 
language is spoken, and is as popu- 
lar as it was a hundred years ago.

Aire Valley in England 

The airedale, king of terriers, 
originated in the Aire valley in Eng- 
land, as nearly as is known, the 
result of a mating of the Otter- 
ham and Welch terriers. The breed 
was developed principally by coal 
miners of this region for the rough 
and doubtful sport of fighting. They 
were first shown in 1870, states a 
correspondent in the Washington 
Post.

In a remote part of the 
island the people of the villages 
communicate with one another by 
whistling across the deep ravines 
which separate them. The whistling 
language is centuries old, says Lon- 
don Tit-Bits Magazine, and is pro- 
duced without use of fingers. So ex- 
pert are the people that they can 
send and understand the most in- 
tricate messages — and can make 
themselves heard four miles away. 


Smallest of Bird Family 

Hummingbirds are the smallest 
members of the bird family. They 
also are the only birds that can 
shift into reverse. They can fly 
backwards by changing the beat of 
their wings, and the speed of these 
wings is said to be five times fast- 
er than the propellor of an airplane 
in motion. Two hundred times per 
second gives them a speed of one 
mile a minute, and produces the 
humming noise for which they are 
named. 


Over the Mountain

Pewter Once Held Favor, 

Then Made Into Bullets 

Pewter was the product of a time 
when economic conditions governed 
actual needs, and neither in com- 
position nor design was it other 
than what it was intended to be — an 
unpretentious household commod- 
ity for daily use. 

Pewter speaks of the days in our 
country when history was in the 
making. We associate with it the 
stern and vigorous life of the early 
settlers. Surrounding it is much of 
pathos and romance, for more than 
one piece of choice pewter was 
thrown into the melting pot to 
make bullets to defend the home es- 
tablished in the new land. 

For a period of nearly 100 years 
preceding the War of the Revolution, 
notes Alice R. Rollins in the Los 
Angeles Times, it was practically 
the only tableware available. Grad- 
ually it had supplanted the wooden 
ware used during the early years of 
settlement and in turn gave way 
to the china and silver of more 
prosperous times. 

Although much of the pewter used 
in the earlier part of the colonial 
period was brought from England, 
a great deal of it was made by 
[ craftsmen of the colonies. 

| Almost every community had its 
pewterers. Little skill was required 
j to produce plates, basins, mugs and 
! the like as they required only cast- 
ing, finishing on a lathe and a little 
soldering or welding. 

Many of the designs were copied 
| from the English pieces which were 
shipped to the colonies, but on the 
whole the American pewterers con- 
fined themselves to making plain 
and practical pieces of their own 
designing.

Cats as Large as Lions 

Lived in Maryland Cave 

Monster cats, as big as lions or 
tigers and probably just as fierce, 
were the terrors of western Mary- 
land about a million years ago. 
Bones of these creatures, together 
with those of 46 other animals who 
lived near the city of Cumberland 
at some interval early in the last 
Ice age, have been described by 
a Smithsonian Institution paleontol- 
ogist. 

These bones were gathered from 
a limestone cavern, opened when a 
railroad cut was being constructed, 
and represent a strange assortment 
of creatures ranging from mastodon 
to crocodile. 

The presumption is that in Ice age 
days the cavern was a natural trap 
with an opening directly on top 
through which the animals fell. 
Once inside, there was no way to 
get out. 

It was a curious assemblage of 
northern and southern animals. 
Bones of wolverines and martens, 
types now found only in the far 
northern woods, are mingled with 
those of tapirs, which now range no 
farther north than Central America. 

This can only mean, the Smith- 
sonian man believes, that the bones 
were assembled only over a very 
considerable period, possibly sev- 
eral thousand years, during which 
there was a notable change in the 
climate. The Ice age extended over 
approximately two million years. 
But during this time there were 
several retreats and advances of 
the glaciers with intervals of rela- 
tively warm climate.

Dwarfing Horticultural Process 

Dwarfing is a horticultural proc- 
ess, requiring not only skill and 
knowledge of plants, but great pa- 
tience. The tree selected in either 
a specimen dwarfed by nature or a 
tiny seedling. By training, tying, 
pruning and grafting, the specimens 
are shaped and kept in miniature 
form. Fine examples of the art, 
which the Japanese call “bon-sai,” 
are not only curiosities. They are 
replicas of ancient trees on a tiny 
scale. Their wind-blown tops, pro- 
jecting roots, and graceful spread- 
ing branches exactly reproduce the 
effect of forest giants. Maples, 
bamboos, cherries, pines, hollies, 
oaks, azaleas, junipers, and other 
evergreens are employed. They 
remain in the open air, most of the 
year. In everything but size and 
hardine. s, these tiny trees resemble 
a forest of century old specimens 
developed by nature, instead of by 
art.

Newton Water Safe 
To Drink, Repeated 
Tests Being Made 

Water Commissioner Murrny and 
Health Ofllcer Chope both state that 
Newton water Is safe to drink despite 
unusual conditions caused by the flood 
In the Charles River. The terriflc 
rains of last week resulted this week 
in the river reaching the highest level 
In over 50 years. On Wednesday the 
level at Kenrlck Bridge, between New- 
ton and Needham was 98 feet, from 
4 to 7 feet above the normal levels 
there. Low lnnds along the river from 
Milford down have been flooded over 
broild areas, nnd because of pollution 
resulting, the State Board of Health 
issued warnings to communities along 
the river to take precautions regard- 
ing the condition of their public water 
supplies. 

The Newton Water Department lias 
had Its regular consultants. Weston 
& Sampson, making repented tests of 
the Newton water supply the past 
week and the amount of chlorine 
ordinarily Infused Into the water at 
the pumping station in Upper Falls 
has been tripled. Tests are being 
made regularly both by the Newton 
Health Department and State Health 
Department officials, and the water 
has been pronounced sufficiently safe 
so that there Is no need to boll It 
before using it for drinking purposes, 
even though the water has a notice- 
nble color and a slight taste. Tests 
of water drawn from taps In various 
parts of the city have also been 
made. 

The State Board of Health has Is- 
sued notices to have all bathing places 
along the river temporarily closed 
because of polluted conditions in the 
stream.

5000 Catch Basins 
Being Cleaned 

One of tile most conspicuous WPA 
projects yet undertaken in Newton has 
been in progress the past two weeks, 
the cleaning of catch basins along 
tlie streets of the city. There are 
about 5000 such bnsins in the New- 
tons and most of them have been bad- 
ly in need of cleaning. Many of them 
also have needed repairs for a long 
time. One hundred men from the 
WPA lists have been assigned to this 
work under the direction of a super- 
visor and six foremen. The task of 
lifting tho mud and debris out of 
basins by means of long-handled spoon 
shovels is not agreeable during the 
extremely hot nnd muggy weather 
which has been prevailing, especially 
to men unaccustomed to such work. 
But. after a somewhat confused start, 
as might lie expected, good progress 
is being made and tho results have 
been evident along tlte streets. Two 
trucks have been in use to carry the 
mud to dumps, nnd two more are to 
lie assigned to this work.

Aldermen Approve Projects 
Totaling $340,000 

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday evening It was vot- 
ed to approve the recommendation of 
Mayor Childs that the Federal govern- 
ment be asked to grant $153,000 for 
two PWA projects in Newton. This 
amount is 45 per cent of a total cost 
of the two projects totalling $340,000 
towards which the city would pay the 
remaining amount of $187,000. 

Of the total sum to be expended 
*105,000 would be for the laying of a 
30 inch main from the Water reserva- 
tion in Needham, under the Charles 
River, to the pumping station at Up- 
per Falls. This would make It un- 
necessary to use the old wooden con- 
duit when the dally consumption of 
water is under 5 million gallons. The 
wooden conduit has long been regard- 
ed as a cause of impurities in the 
Newton water and the State Board of 
Health urges the construction of the 
new iron main. 

The second PWA grant sought is 
for the construction of a new school 
to replace the old Lincoln and Eliot 
schools at Newton. The estimated 
cost of the new building is $200,000 
plus $35,000 for the land. Two sites 
are being mentioned, one at the comer 
of Pearl and Gardner sts. adjoining 
Boyd playground and the other the 
former T. Stunrt & Sons Co., property 
hounded by Pearl and Green sts. and 
Jackson rd.

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THE NEWTON POLICE DEPARTMENT 

Metropolitan newspapers this past week gave Newton con- 
siderable publicity relative to alleged unsatisfactory conditions 
in the Newton police department. Many of these reports 
were grossly exaggerated and highly colored by a more or less 
sensational press which has greater concern for an increase in 
circulation than it probably has for the welfare of the com- 
munity. Stripped of all figments of imagination, rumors and 
exaggeration the facts are that an investigation of the police 
department by the city solicitor at the Mayor’s request has 
been going on for some time. The Mayor has stated that 
reports of gambling and vice in Newton are gross exaggera- 
tions and that the police department is only one of several 
city departments that have been investigated. 

In these days when gambling rackets are apparently allowed 
to operate with little interference in many places, it is doubt- 
ful if conditions in Newton are distressing. It has been ad- 
mitted that there is some activity upon the part of number 
pool operators, and it is extremely easy for a reporter to 
color his news in an effort to create a market for the product 
of his pen. In addition to the investigation being made by the 
city solicitor there is an Aldermanic committee checking up 
on other police department activities, in no way as yet con- 
nected with any of the latest alleged irregularities. 

In any group of men such as a police department as large 
as that serving Newton there are apt to be many suspicious 
rumors and alleged irregularities. We are confident, however, 
that by and large the members of the Newton police force 
are awake to their public duty. And we are as fully confident 
that if and when any irregularities occur which need attention 
that the Mayor, city solicitor, and the Board of Aldermen will 
see to it that improper conditions are eliminated. The citizens 
of Newton have elected these authorities and they will continue 
to look to them as the persons responsible for the best inter- 
ests of the city. 


THE CAMPAIGNS BEGIN 

With the date for the local certification of nomination papers 
having passed, the various political campaigns of primary 
candidates have really begun. With many papers being filed 
there is an indication that there may be a record number of 
candidates appearing on the ballots in the September pri- 
maries. During the next two months the voters will be be- 
sieged with political literature, radio broadcasts, and other 
methods used by candidates to acquaint the voters with their 
avowed qualifications for the office they seek. Having taken 
considerable interest in politics, not only in an editorial capac- 
ity, but in a personal way as well, it is our intention to pre- 
pare a series of articles pertaining to the candidates for various 
offices to begin in an early issue. Our readers, we trust, will 
find these articles interesting, informative, and an aid in help- 
ing them to arrive at a decision as to whom they should sup- 
port on election day in September. 


ADDITIONAL PARKING PROBLEMS 

The city of Newton is going to face additional parking 
problems upon soifie of its main arteries and adjacent side 
streets unless proper provision is made for garage and parking 
facilities in connection with the erection of apartment houses. 
In the past several years building permits have been granted 
for the erection of apartment houses, none of which have pro- 
vided for such facilities for tenants. Consequently automobile 
owners living in these apartments are going to park their cars 
on streets as near to the building in which they live as possible. 
And in doing so they will be violating an ordinance passed 
some time ago by the Newton aldermen. In order to precept 
the creation of dangerous conditions and to minimize the op- 
portunities offered to automobile thieves the police will be 
expected to enforce the ordinance. The time to prevent the oc- 
currence of these additional parking problems is now. A simple 
remedy would be in the passage of an ordinance requiring that 
no apartment building permit would be granted unless pro- 
posed plans provided adequately for garage and out-of-the- 
street parking for cars of tenants.

SWIM— FOR SAFETY'S SAKE 


To state a simple truth, anyone is 
reasonably safe in the water only if 
he knows how to swim or is under the 
watchful eye of a person who would 
know how to save his life In case of 
emergency. For the latter, the Red 
Cross has developed an exact system 
of life saving techniques or skills 
water safety information, methods of 
training, a series of publications, and 
a system of certification. 

It stands to reason, however, that 
to leave it there would be to do only 
a minor part of the things which need 
in In- done for the bathing safety of 
tho mass of people. In fact, water 
safety for all can only become an ac- 
complished fact, when everyone may 
have ready access to the information 
and instruction necessary to enable 
him to learn how to swim. To swim, 
moreover, with such skill and with 
such a degree of efficiency that he will 
lx- able to take care of himself In and 
on the water under practically all nor- 
mal conditions. 

Any system of water safety that is 
evolved to protect bathers and prevent 
loss of life by drowning Is not well- 
rounded or complete unless it pro- 
vides for instruction in the art of 
swimming. It is natural therefore, 
and as part of its job, that the Rod 
Cross should complement its training 
program In rescue with a vastly great- 
er training program In tho art of swim- 
ming as a means of water accident pre- 
vention. This fact has long been rec- 
ognized, and swimming instruction has 
long been a part of tho Life Saving 
and Water Safety program.

For the past few years Boston 
newspapers, when they contained news 
or alleged news about Newton, have 
frequently sent out to this city high- 
pressure and leather-lunged youths 
whose bellowing has been quite ob- 
noxious to residents of this quiet city. 
Last Saturday morning some of these 
clamoring newspaper vendors were 
peddling a Boston newspaper which 
was making capital on a trumped-up 
story about vice In Newton. A resident 
on a street In Newton Corner asked 
one of tho noise-makers to desist and 

was told to "Go to H ." There are 

ample facilities for residents of tills 
city to purchase newspapers without 
Newton being Invaded and annoyed 
by human loud speakers. 


Public Works Commissioner Wil- 
liam F. Callahan, who resides in Wa- 
lnut, last week requested the State 
Police to bar all Illegal vendors of 
ice cream, clams and other commodi- 
ties from State Highways. Ho said — 
“These vendors pick the most congest- 
ed locations for their activities, there- 
by causing considerable traffic haz- 
ards and preventing us from keeping 
motor mishaps at a minimum during 
tho summer months." A few years ago 
an ice cream company placed on high- 
ways of Greater Boston a largo num- 
ber of small trucks from which youths 
vended ice cream, while stopped on 
public highways. One of these trucks 
was stationed on Washington st. near 
the Newton Hospital, and others fre- 
quented other places on highways in 
Newton. Members of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen nt that time dis- 
cussed tills use of tlie highways by the 
Ice cream vendors and asserted it was 
a violation of tho city’s zoning ordi- 
nance. They asserted that tho prac- 
tice would be stopped. But, It still 
continues. 


A Needham man was fined $10 in the 
Newton court last Friday for speeding. 
He was also charged with refusing to 
stop when ordered to do so by a po- 
liceman. hut he told tho judge that 
he thought the policeman was a hand it 
when the officer tried to stop his au- 
tomobile. More than one motorist has 
told the same story In the Newton 
police court and they may have told 
the truth. In recent years many drivers 
of automobiles In various parts of the 
country have been robbed by bandits 
after their cars bad been blocked by 
tlie bandits’ cars. Police cars In New- 
ton. as elsewhere, should he equipped 
with sirens, instead of ordinary horns, 
and they also should have some iden- 
tifying light. Then, motorists, accost- 
ed at night time by policemen, could 
recognize a police car from a bandit’s 
car. 

Another reform that should he insti- 
tuted In police cars Is to stop the use 
of them to carry children with com- 
municable diseases from their homes 
to the hospital. In past years the City 
of Newton had a special vehicle used 
exclusively to transport children or 
adults with contagious diseases. One 
cannot blame policemen who are fath- 
ers of children disliking riding In a 
small police car with someone with a 
communicable disease, and such a 
practice is also unfair to tiny injured 
person who might shortly after ho 
conveyed In the same car. 

The allocation of $75,000 by the Fed- 
eral Government for a new postofllce 
building tit Chestnut Hill is due in 
considerable measure to the Intimate 
friendship which has formed between 


a tricycle. The driving wheels are 
34 inches in diameter, and the front 
or steering wheels 24 Inches. (And the 
tires were of solid rubber. — Ed.)

One of tho principal factors in the tie- 
elopment of Newton into the outstand- 
ing resldentnl community which it is, 
hns been the fact that each village 
has had its own railroad station and 
postofllce. It behooves the residents 
of every village in the city where a 
postofllce is now r located, to be on the 
alert, and to oppose vigorously tiny 
attempt in the future to nlmndon any 
of tho existing postoffices through 
onsolldutlon. Such attempts have been 
made In the past, lmt were unsuccess- 
ful. 


For tho past week an Investigation 
of the Newton police department has 
been underway at City Hall by City 
Solicitor Joseph Bartlett who is acting 
under orders from Mayor Childs. As a 
result of this activity on the part of 
the City Solicitor much publicity has 
been given to the matter by Boston 
newspapers. The Boston papers, with 
one exception, have been fair and de- 
cent in their treatment of Hie investi- 
gation. The exception has followed 
its policy of sensationalism, Imputa- 
tions of scandal, and exaggeration. It 
has attempted to capitalize on this 
matter by sending high-pressure news- 
boys Into the city shouting about 
"Vice iti Newton.” The great majority 
of Newton residents do not read tho 
newspaper in question and are not dis- 
turbed by its alleged information of 
corruption in the Newton police de- 
partment. 

Some of the alleged facts printed 
in the newspapers regarding condi- 
tions in Newton tire true, but they 
have been highly colored In some 
cases. Newton is not henven and Its 
inhabitants are not angels, and with 
few exceptions are not saints. But as 
a community, Newton ranks very high 
for obedience to law and order, and 
general decency. If it did not. it would 
not have attracted the high type of 
citizens who have selected it as their 
homo city. And the Newton police 
department compares more than fa- 
vorably with the average police de- 
partment. Of course in the depart- 
ment are men who are neither 100 per 
cent efficient nor righteous. The same 
can be said for other departments in 
Newton, as well as for private indus- 
tries and business enterprises in the 
city. 

A policeman is subjected to unusual 
temptations. In bis line of duty he ob- 
serves persons, including allegedly 
respectable citizens, breaking laws and 
violating city ordinances. He is offered 
frequently little bribes of one kind or 
another, and if he Is weak, or even 
ordinarily human, he may occasional- 
ly accept a "gift,” such as cigarettes, 
liquor or some other article. And 
some of the virtuous citizens, who are 
prone to criticize the police, aro those 
who themselves will not hesitate to use 
Influence when they or theirs get into 
trouble, whether it is a violation of 
automobile laws, or some other laws 
or ordinances. 

We understand that one of the mat- 
ters being discussed by the City Soli- 
citor in his Interrogations of the po- 
licemen summoned before him is the 
matter of gambling In Newton. That 
gambling hits been going on in New- 
ton Is common knowledge. It is golug 
on everywhere, has been going on 
everywhere and will go on every- 
where ns long as the world lasts. And 
Newton is no exception. The problem 
is to keep gambling within proper 
control. It has Increased in this coun- 
try by leaps and bounds in recent 
years. It is interesting, but true that 
it has increased disproportionately 
since the depression begun in 1929. 

There are various types of gambling.

Both Birds and Flowers 

Follow the British Flag 

English flowers follow the flag, 
and so, loo, do birds, observes a 
writer in London Answers Maga- 
zine. English violets bloom in Ken- 
ya, and English primroses in Cana- 
dian gardens. Bluebells color great 
slopes in New Zealand. 

In a garden in the suburbs of 
Dunedin, in New Zealand, one may 
see, mingled with the native 
twlnkies, chaffinches, greenfinches, 
even yellowhammers. There are 
house sparrows, too; blackbirds, 
thrushes, and goldfinches. The lat- 
ter, so rare in England, are com- 
mon in some parts of Australia, and 
from Australia breeding pairs were 
imported into New Zealand, where 
they found thistles — also an impor- 
tation from home — and other seeds 
on which they feed. 

New Zealand has its native 
groundlark, a kind of pipit; but out 
in the country in the South Island, 
one may hear the song of the sky- 
lark and see this typical English 
bird soaring in the blue. 

English thrushes have been nat- 
uralized around the new Australian 
capital of Canberra, where they deal 
with a plague of snails. 

Our spring is, of course, autumn 
on the other side of the world. It 
is an interesting fact that all these 
birds have successfully changed 
their breeding seasons. 

Most interesting experiment of all 
has been the acclimation of the 
English nightingale in New Zea- 
land where some of these birds 
were first released a number of 
years ago. They sing gloriously in 
the bush round Auckland. There 
are thirty-six varieties of British 
birds in Australia, Tasmania, and 
New Zealand. 


Rattles Used by Adults 

as Well as the Babies 

Almost 5,000 years ago, babies in 
the old city of Kish in Mesopbtamia 
were kept happy with rattles, ac- 
cording to Richard A. Martin, 
archeologist, of the Field Museum 
of Natural History, Chicago. Yet, 
rattles have been used more by 
adults then by children in most 
lands explored by science. 

Soldiers in ancient China were 
stirred by music of bronze rattles 
in military orchestras. African 
tribes devised many kinds of rattles 
for use in magical rites. Egyptians 
had a kind of rattle called a sis- 
trum, made of a staff with metal 
rings dangling at the end, and used 
in solemn religious ceremonies. 
American Indians used rattles in 
religion and magic. 

Modern Europe and America 
stand out, as exceptions in using 
rattles mainly for amusing babies. 

Rattles unearthed at Kish include 
some shaped like goats and hedge- 
hogs, to catch the babies’ eyes, as 
well as amusing them with the jin- 
gle of pebbles inside the hollow toys. 


The Egyptian Labyrinth 

There are several labyrinths spo- 
ken of in ancient history. The one 
sometimes included among the sev- 
en wonders of the world — indeed the 
only one whose existence is well 
authenticated — is the labyrinth of 
Egypt. This was situated at Arsi- 
noe, near Lake Moeris, and was vis- 
ited and described by Herodotus. It 
consisted of 3,000 chambers, half of 
them below ground, the subterrane- 
an apartments being used, it is sup- 
posed, for burial places. The cham- 
bers were connected with vaulted 
passages and were built of polished 
stone. Authors do not agree as to 
the name of the king under whom 
this remarkable work was con- 
structed, and it is probable that it 
was not done in a single reign. This 
labyrinth was extant in the time of 
Pliny, 78 A. D., and ruins at the 
modern village of Howara, in Fay- 
um, have been identified with those 
of this labyrinth. 


Early Use of Sundials 

Sundials are used as ornaments in 
suburban and country gardens, but 
in the days of the early Egyptians 
sundials were used as means of 
telling time. The Greeks’ knowl- 
edge of geometry led them to invent 
elaborate dials, and Ptolemy treat- 
ed of the construction of such instru- 
ments. After the fall of the classic 
civilization, sundials continued to be 
made by the Arabs. Much experi- 
mentation was done in the Seven- 
teenth century, but in the Eight- 
eenth century clocks and watches 
began to replace this device. 


The Biggest Elephant 

The biggest elephant on record 
was an African elephant 12 feet 2 
inches high. It weighed about seven 
or eight tons. Few mammoths were 
much bigger than that, but the very 
biggest of all the elephant's pre- 
historic cousins measured a little 
over sixteen feet at the shoulder. 
This is proved by the fossil re- 
mains of an elephant-like creature 
discovered in India and known ns 
the Narbada elephant. As far as is 
known it was the biggest beast that 
ever wore a trunk. 


Offers Theory on Cud-Chewing 

An Iowa professor has another 
theory concerning the cud-chewing 
cow. He believes it to be a hold- 
over from the dork ages when cows 
were preyed upon by wild animals. 
They lived on great plains and had 
to subsist on plants difficult to di- 
gest. They therefore retired to a 
safe place and digested their foods 
at their leisure.

Wisconsin Dells May Be 

Fifty Million Years Old 

The Dells of Wisconsin hap sur- 
vived nt least fifty million years, 
according to a writer in the Chicago 
Tribune. In some of its ennyons one 
can stand on pre-Cambrian granite 
and see the ripples cut into solid 
masses of rock by the Cambrian 
sea, which covered North America, 
Europe and Asia during the first 
period of the Paleozoic era, the 
earliest geologic age recording life 
on earth. 

The rhythm of the Paleozoic era 
was one of alternating submerg- 
ences and emergences of the land. 
But when the shallow seas subsided 
for the last time, the granite founda- 
tion of the Dells region was built 
high with sandstone. 

After two more geologic ages had 
run their course, the Pleistocene 
age packed in cold storage more 
than half the world, including all of 
Wisconsin except the southwestern 
corner. But miracles were at work 
under the ice cap. And when the 
“great thaw” came there was the 
Wisconsin river cutting its south- 
westerly way toward the father of 
waters through rugged sandstone 
cliffs. Thirty thousand years of wa- 
ter, wind and weather have wrought 
great changes in those cliffs, many 
of which have assumed weird and 
fantastic shapes. But the same dark 
river reflects the rich reds, yellows, 
purples, browns and greens of the 
craggy bluffs and verdant upper 
banks. 


Banana’s History Is Old; 

Came From Southern Asia 

Among the accounts of man’s en- 
deavors on this earth, the discovery 
and development of important foods 
stand out. The history of the banana 
can be traced back until before the 
beginning of history. 

The yellow fruit is thought to have 
developed first in the humid tropi- 
cal regions of Southern Asia. From 
there it moved slowly westward. 

Alexander the Great found the 
fruit along the Indus three centuries 
before Christ. The Arabs carried it 
to the Holy Land, to northern Egypt, 
and perhaps also across the Dark 
continent to the west coast, ac- 
cording to the Union Oil Bulletin. 
When the Portuguese arrived on 
the Guinea coast, looking for slaves 
and gold, about ten years before 
Columbus sailed for the “Indies,” 
they found the banana, liked it, and 
carried it to the Canary islands. 
From there, probably in the year 
1516, it went to the New World. 

The banana first appeared in the 
United States early in the Nine- 
teenth century. The few people who 
bit into the odd-shaped fruit were 
inclined to say. with Benjamin Dis- 
raeli, “the most delicious thing in 
the world is a banana.” 


The Brain Vast Switchboard 

The main divisions of the brain 
are the cerebrum, considered the 
thinking part; the cerebellum, ly- 
ing at the back base of the brain, 
and the medulla oblongata. Anato- 
mists break down subdivisions of 
the brain into units of extreme com- 
plexity. The layman usually is in- 
terested in the principal kinds of 
substance out of which the brain is 
made: gray matter and white in 
both cerebrum and cerebellum. 
Gray matter is useless in running 
such important organs as the heart, 
lungs, diaphragm; the thinking 
part of the brain can not control 
digestion, manufacture blood-cells 
or operate the intestines. Dr. 
Charles Macfie Campbell of the 
American Psychiatric association, in 
Literary Digest, declares that vari- 
ous parts of the body really are 
separate brains and participate in 
the act of thinking, the brain being 
a vast switchboard. 


Braille System for the Blind 

A Frenchman of a century ago 
enabled thousands to lead success- 
ful lives despite blindness. Louis 
Braille perfected an earlier system 
of teaching the blind to read raised 
letters with their fingers. Instead of 
using raised letters, he used per- 
forations in paper. Briefly, his sys- 
tem is an alphabet consisting of 
holes in paper arranged in various 
combinations. For instance, "b” is 
two vertical dots. Numbers from 1 
to 10 are the first 10 letters of the 
alphabet, preceded by a number 
sign. 


Talent Will Bring Success 

The talent of success is nothing 
more than doing what you can do 
well, without a thought of fame. If 
it comes at all it will come because 
it is deserved, not because it is 
sought after. It is very indiscreet 
and troublesome ambition which 
cares so much about fame, about 
what the world says of us, as to be 
always looking in the face of oth- 
ers for approval, to be always anx- 
ious about the effect of what we do 
or say, to bo always shouting to hear 
the echoes of our own voices. 


Origin of “Dairy" 

The dairyman sprang from the 
rib of a woman, according to the 
entymology of the word “dairy," ob- 
serves a writer in Hoard's Dairy- 
man. The encyclopedia tells us that 
“airy" comes from the Middle 
E.iglish deieris, from dey, a maid 
servant, particularly one about the 
farm. In Norwegian deia, as in bu- 
de a, was a maid in cliurge of live- 
stock. By derivation, therefore, 
"daily" means that part of the farm 
uildings where the dey works.

of British Dog Family Symbolize Months of Year 


The Mastiff dog is referred to as 
being one of the oldest and noblest 
dogs of all British breeds and their 
ancestors were once the heroes of 
the Roman amphitheater. That is 
if they were big enough, strong 
enough, and lucky enough. They 
might be called the “Gladiators of 
the Canine Empire." In that an- 
cient period when the "Head Man" 
had the power to say “Thumbs Up, 
or Thumbs Down,” Mastiffs were 
imported from England by the Ro- 
mans. Impressed by their hugeness 
and strength they were sent into 
the arena against wild beasts as 
part of the entertainment staged 
for the gentlemen in their “togas.” 
relates a writer in the Los Angeles 
Times. 

Naturally such fighting ability 
gained them too savory a reputation 
to induce many to look upon them ( 
as house pets. However, association 
with humans developed their intel- 
ligence and disposition and gradu- 
ally they came out from under this i 
cloud. They became noted for 
their high intellect and faithfulness; j 
as guard dogs they certainly had '■ 
no equal. 

At first sight a Mastiff may gjve j 
the impression of clumsiness but i 
watch him move. They carry them- - 
selves with grace and unexpected 
freedom. Considering that some of ■ 
them weigh as much as 160 pounds 
and stand as high as thirty inches 
at the shoulder they make rather 
an impressive picture. The face 
is short and broad, looking almost 
square, and the lips hang deep and 
pendulous. The coat is short and 
close but is not too fine in texture. 
The colors are apricot or silver, 
fawn or dark fawn and one require- . 
ment is the black mask. Whatever 
shade the specimen is. the muzzle, 
ears and nose should be black with 
black around the eyes and extend- 
ing upwards between them. 


Birds Taken 1,000 Miles 

Find Route Back Home 

The “homing” instinct, observed J 
in many wild creatures, is one of J 
nature’s most fascinating phenom- 
ena. 

Among the terns, species of sea j 
birds akin to gulls, the homing in- : 
stinct is developed to a remarkable 
degree. Noddy and sooty terns, sub- 
jected to scientific experiments to 
test their powers of orientation, 
have found their way back to their 
nests after being taken to points 
nearly 1,000 miles distant and never 
before visited, notes a writer in the 
New York Herald-Tribune. 

Bird Key, an island of the Dry 
Tortugas group in the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, has been for years the only 
known breeding grounds of the two 
species within the borders of the 
United States. Here, even in Audu- 
bon’s time, more than 100 years 
ago, they were congregating annu- 
ally by the thousands. In 1908 Bird 
Key was made a wild life refuge un- 
der protection of the United States 
biological survey and in 1935 was 
transferred to the jurisdiction of the ; 
national park service. 

During the Florida hurricane of 
September, 1935. the island was ob- 
literated and when the terns re- ! 
turned in the spring of 1936 to find 
their hereditary home vanished, 
they settled upon another small key. * 1 * 


Paramnesia 

The word used when, although you 
are doing something for the first 
time, you have an odd feeling that 
you have done the exact thing be- 
fore is paramnesia. It is a com- 
mon experience, and, briefly ex- 
plained, the reaction depends upon 
a little trick of the mind manifested 
by a momentary loss of a sense of 
time and spa'-e. The individual en- 
ters into an experience or a situa- | 
tion, obtains a fleeting impression of , 
this situation, then the attention is 
momentarily attracted to some- 
thing else. The period of time may 
be almost infinitesimal. Then upon 
the return of the attention to the 
original situation this lapse of time 
is lost to the individual and the pe- 
riod between the two experiences 
seems occasionally to expand into a 
long period, even into the remote 
past. 


Where the Okapi Lives 

The okapi lives placidly in the 
depths of the Belgian Congo and is 
highly esteemed by the pygmies of 
the region for his succulent meat, 
but also greatly feared because he 
can repel even a lion’s attack with 
his battering-ram skull and his rib- 
crushing hoofs. Possessed of four j 
stomachs, and eyes which operate 
independently of each other, allow- j 
ing him to look two ways at once, ; 
he lives a solitary life behind the 
camouflage of his striped red and 
purplish markings. He is fastidious- i 
ly clean. Every morning and night 
he bathes himself thoroughly, with j 
the result that he is the most nearly 
odorless animal in all Africa. He 
is never bothered by ticks or flies. ' 
But this bathing enthusiasm of the j 
okapi is also his Achilles’ heel, j 
He is usually caught in traps plant- 
ed at his favorite watering hole. 


In sending out flowers, certain 
combinations have their meanings, 
observes a writer in the Los An- 
geles Times. Rosebuds with myr- 
tle are a confession of love. Col- 
ored daisies with mignonette de- 
note, “I admire your beauty.” 
Lilies-of-the-valley with ferns say, 
"Your unconscious sweetness has 
fascinated me." Yellow roses with 
ivy and a broken straw flower 
mean, "Your jealousy has broken 
our friendship.” Day lilies, colored 
daisies and a bit of witch hazel 
portray, “your coquetry and beau- 
ty have cast a spell over me.” An 
orchid or an orchid corsage sent 
to your lady friend, signifies — “You 
are highest in my affections." 

Roses have always portrayed cer- 
tain meanings. And sophisticated 
youth today delights in sending or 
receiving the blossoms or buds 
with these meanings in mind. Smi- 
lax has been equally popular in the 
decorating of homes and churches 
for weddings. No doubt this is due 
to the ny.-thological meaning of the 
plant. A combination of roses and 
smilax say to the receiver, “1 shall 
love you always." 

Water lilies and mignonette, 
mean, “I admire you for your heart 
of gold.” 

A combination of sweet peas, 
golden-rod, monkshood and forget- 
me-not would give the following 
message: “I wish you a pleasant 
departure, but be cautious, danger 
is near: forget-me-not.” 

Geraniums and arbor vitae in- 
form the receiver of the message: 
“Accept my consolation and be as- 
sured of my unchanging friend- 
ship.” 

Through this, you may learn your 
own combinations and send your 
messages via the flower way. 

Certain flowers also symbolize the 
months of the year: Snowdrop, 
January; primrose, February; vio- 
let, March; daisy, April; haw- 
thorne. May; honeysuckle, June; 
water lily. July; poppy, August; 
morning-glory, September; hops, 
October; chrysanthemum, Novem- 
ber; holly, December. 


Annapolis Naval Academy 

Was Established in 1845 

The United States Naval academy 
at Annapolis was established by 
George Bancroft, secretary of the 
navy under President Polk, October 
10, 1845, on the site of Fort Severn, 
which was given to the navy by 
the War department. Commander 
Franklin Buchanan was the first su- 
perintendent. The school was known 
as the United States Naval school, 
but five years later it was reorgan- 
ized and was given its present 
name. 

When the academy was threat- 
ened with capture in April, 1861, it 
was moved to Newport, R. I., where 
the midshipmen lived on the frig- 
ates Constitution and Santee and in 
the old Atlantic hotel. After the 
Civil war, the academy was re- 
turned to Annapolis. During the 20 
years following the war, says a writ- 
er in the Detroit News, the navy de- 
teriorated and the academy did like- 
wise. With the building of the new 
steel navy, begun in 1883, renewed 
interest was taken in the school and 
in 1895 a new program of building 
was initiated through the efforts of 
Capt. Philip H. Cooper, superintend- 
ent at the time, and Col. R. M. 
Thompson. Two hundred acres are 
included in the academy grounds 
and in 1924 there were 2,500 mid- 
shipmen enrolled. 


Desert Pearls 

Desert pearls are not strictly 
pearls such as are found in oysters, 
says London Tit-Bits Magazine. 
They are a vegetable substance 
found near cactus bushes, and are 
made into strings of cheap beads. 
But they are formed in the same 
way as the pearl inside the oys- 
ter. An animal may bite a piece 
out of a cactus leaf, a beetle may 
bore a hole in it or a human being 
may knock or bruise it. Imme- 
diately this occurs Nature sets about 
remedying the damage, and the 
plant begins to cover the injured 
spot with tough tissue which pre- 
vents water from entering and 
germs from damaging it. When ul- 
timately the cactus dies, or the 
leaves fall and disintegrate, these 
pearls remain on the desert floor 
to be gathered and burnt or made in- 
to knick-knacks. 


Calamus Grows in Swamps 

Calamus grows wild, and abun- 
dantly, over a large part of the 
north temperate zone. It inhabits 
muddy swamps, branching and ex- 
tending most widely. It is said it 
should be gathered in the spring. 
Though calamus may be given as a 
mild aromatic stimulant and tonic, 
it is no longer employed to any 
large extent in medicine. It was 
formerly used in the treatment of 
colic and dyspepsia and was sup- 
posed to be beneficial as a mild 
stimulant in typhoid states. The 
dried root may be chewed to relieve 
dyspepsia.

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First Railway Mail Was 

Begun During Civil War 

The railway mail service came in- 
to existence during the Civil war. As 
early as 1838 congress approved an 
act making every railroad in the 
United States a post route, and prior 
to that time many railroads had 
demonstrated their worth as speedy 
mail carriers. 

The first use made of the facili- 
ties of the railroad was slight and 
generally consisted of a compart- 
ment in the end of the baggage 
car, which was padlocked after the 
mail was stowed away and opened 
after the run had been finished. 
Later a larger portion of the bag- 
gage car was given over to the 
postal authorities, who fitted it with 
enough facilities for the distribution 
of local way mail. 

This was not an American inven- 
tion at all but had been copied from 
similar systems in use in France, 
England, and even in Canada. Al- 
though credit for the system which 
in use has often been attributed to 
George B. Armstrong, who was as- 
sistant postmaster in Chicago in 
1864, that is not proper, for W. A. 
Davis, a clerk in the St. Joseph, 
Mo., office actually conceived the 
idea in 1862, according to a writer 
in the Chicago Tribune. 

Davis suggested that the complete 
sorting of mail on the train between 
Quincy and St. Joseph would allow 
the overland mail to set out several 
hours earlier than was the case 
were the sorting done at St. Joseph. 
He received permission to try out 
the experiment on this line and 
there are complete documents in 
the files of the Post Office depart- 
ment and of the Burlington railroad 
to show that it was successful. 


Brilliant Dunes Sumach 

Recalls Indian Legend 

According to the Indian legends 
which flourish in the region of the 
Michigan coast, one of the tribes 
was driven by a forest fire from 
its hunting ground to the shores of 
Lake Michigan, where the sand hills 
gave them refuge from the flames, 
recalls a writer in the Chicago Daily 
News. 

Everything in the path of the 
flames had been destroyed and the 
ordinarily plentiful wild life had fled 
or been annihilated. Surveying the 
blackened countryside, the Indians 
felt they were doomed to starva- 
tion, but one Indian brave volun- 
teered to go in search of meat. He 
departed, leaving his sweetheart, 
who vowed to keep a signal fire 
burning constantly on the highest 
dune until his return. 

Her lover never returned. The In- 
dian maid pined away slowly but 
never failed to climb to the top of 
the highest dune to keep her signal 
fire lighted. One day sine failed to 
return to the camp the tribe had 
built in the near-by valley. 

Her brothers made their way to 
the top of the dune and found she 
had died there. They found, too, 
that in the dead ashes of the signal 
fire what appeared to be a flame 
was growing. The living flame con- 
tinued to grow and to spread until 
it covered all the dunes, and thus 
the sumach came into being — and 
still covers the Michigan dunes with 
flamp in autumn. 


Royal Dreams Typified by Palms 

The desire of every man to be a 
king is typified by Rio de Janeiro’s 
great number of royal palms. Dom 
Joao, king at the beginning of the 
Nineteenth century, had planted the 
first seed of the royal palm himself 
and ruled that the tree was to be 
exclusively his. To preserve his 
monopoly he ordered every seed 
from it gathered up and burned, 
but the residents of Rio who wanted 
to imitate royalty bribed his slaves 
to sell the seeds. As a result royal 
palms soon sprang up everywhere.

A statue of Charles Dickens and 
little Nell, one of his famous char- 
acters, is in Clark park, at Forty- 
third street and Baltimore avenue, 
in West Philadelphia. It is the only 
one ever made of the novelist, says 
a writer in the Philadelphia Inquir- 
er, because his son discovered a 
clause in his will asking “never on 
any account to make me the sub- 
ject of any monument, memorial or 
testimonial whatever.” The work is 
by F. Edwin Elwell. It was exhibit- 
ed at the World’s Columbian exposi- 
tion, where it received a gold 
medal. 


Deep-Red Rubies Fronf Siam 

Many of theTiest rubies have been 
found in Siam in the provinces of 
Krat and Chantaboon, where are lo- 
cated the principal ruby mines of 
that country. The stones are usual- 
ly found in detrital matter about 20 
feet below the surface. The ruby- 
bearing gravel is less than a foot in 
thickness and lies between a clay 
bed and a heavy covering of coarse 
sand. The usual color of the Siam 
rubies is dark red, running almost 
to a blackish shade of red.

TAXATION FOR THE COMMON WELFARE 
MUST NOT BE DESTRUCTIVE 


There Is speculation in the stock mar- 
ket. politely referred to as "Invest- 
ments." Thero Is the craze for 
"bridge." although "bridge” and 
"auction" addicts will Indignantly re- 
sent the accusation tliat they are to 
the slightest degree gamblers. They 
Insist such diversions or occupations 
ure matters of skill. There Is the 
time-honored (or dishonored) game of 
poker Indulged In by the highest stra- 
tum of socialites, as well as by those 
in the lower strata. There Is pari- 
mutuel gambling legalized la Massa- 
chusetts at horse rnclng and dog rac- 
ing trucks. There Is "Beano,” with Its 
hundreds of thousands of nddlcts, who 
go three and four nights a week hither 
and thither hoping to win. And there 
is the lowly "nigger pool" which is 
one of the principal subjects under 
discussion nt the police Investigation 
because of criticisms which have been 
current In this city. We hold no brief 
for "nigger pool." We have never 
played It. The winnings in this form 
of gambling are very small, propor- 
tionately for the take. Those who 
play "nigger pool,” for the most part 
gamble 5 cents or II) cents daily. Com- 
pared with the large sums lost by the 
thousands who regularly go to the 
horse races and the dog races, "nigger 
pool" is a slight evil. And those who 
play it even every day lose only 
small fraction of the amount spent by 
the addicts of the Increasingly popu 
lar "beano." Between competition 
from legalized pari-mutuel gambling 
and Beano, “nigger pool" Is on its way 
out. 

As for the claim that there are 
protected houses of ill-fame In New 
ton, such a statement Is ridiculous. 
Newton has been happily free from 
this stain and Is. There are no such 
dives in this city, either protected or 
unprotected. Citizens of Newton need 
have no concern regarding conditions 
in the city. The moral tone of Newton 
has always rated high and still does 
There have been persons in Newton 
who have transgressed certain laws 
and have not been prosecuted.’ Not 
only in some trivial type of gambling, 
but in other tilings. We have had, for 
instance, youths, members of excel- 
lent families, who committed numer- 
ous burglaries, but who were not 
brought into court. Restitution was 
made, reputations were saved and un- 
doubtedly the world and Newton are 
better for such a solution. And we 
have constantly the use of influence in 
“fixing'' automobile cases. And the 
“fixing” Is done largely by “our best 
citizens.” Things are not always reg- 
ular, so many will not get unduly 
excited over the alleged police scan- 
dal in Newton. 

Incidentally, persons naturally ask 
— "Why was the investigation 
started?" Here is our belief. Last 
year the Newton Board of Aldermen 
appointed a special committee to in- 
vestigate the activities of the sergeant 
mechanic of the Newton police depart- 
ment.
